We  respectfully  submit  the  forty-second  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners :  — 


RAILROADS. 


Eetiirns  for  tlie  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  have  been  received 
from  forty-two  railroad  corporations,  and  one  return  from  a 
canal  company.  A  return  was  also  received  from  the  receiver  of 
the  ISTantucket  Central  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1909,  to 
March  18,  1910,  when  the  property  was  sold  under  foreclosure 
and  the  receiver  discharged. 

The  iiantucket  Central  railroad  was  sold  under  foreclosure 
sale  March  18,  1910,  to  a  purchaser  who  has  transferred  the 
property  to  the  E^antucket  Railroad  Company. 

There  was  returned  the  past  year  a  net  decrease  of  .27  of  a 
mile  of  railroad  line  located  in  this  Commonwealth,  caused  by 
remeasurements  and  changes  in  locations. 

There  w^ere  increases  of  .18  of  a  mile  of  second  main  track, 
.71  of  a  mile  of  third  main  track,  .61  of  a  mile  of  fourth  main 
track,  and  52.49  miles  of  side  track. 

There  are  now  in  Massachusetts  2,110.16  miles  of  main  and 
branch  railroad  line.  The  total  length  of  railroad  track  within 
the  Commonwealth,  including  second,  third  and  fourth  main 
track  and  side  track,  is  4,759.53  miles.

SUMMAEY    OF    RaILEOAD    AcCIDEjN'TS. 

The  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  on  railroads  in 
Massachusetts  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1910,  as  re- 
ported by  the  several  companies,  together  with  the  number 
reported  in  each  of  the  preceding  ten  years,  is  shown  by  the 
following  table :  — 


1911. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were  reported  during  the 
year  67  accidents  which  involved  serious  detention  of  passenger 
trains,  but  resulted  in  no  personal  injuries. 

The  total  number  of  persons  killed  and  injured  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1910,  namely,  652,  shows  a  decrease  of 
177  from  the  aggregate  number  reported  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  and  a  decrease  of  253  from  the  average  number  reported 
annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  Of  the  total  number  of 
casualties,  303  were  fatal,  as  against  250  reported  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1909,  and  as  against  252,  the  average  number 
of  fatalities  reported  annually  for  the  preceding  ten  years ; 
while  349  were  not  fatal,  as  against  579  reported  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1909,  and  as  against  an  average  of  653 
for  the  preceding  ten-year  period. 

The  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  injuries  reported  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that 
the  filing  of  reports  by  one  of  the  companies  of  trivial  injuries 
to  its  employees,  previously  included  in  the  yearly  summary  of 
railroad  accidents,  has  been  discontinued. 

Of  the  total  number  of  persons  injured,  30  were  children, 
of  whom  20  were  fatally  injured. 

Thirty-six  persons  were  killed  and  72  persons  were  injured 
at  stations  during  the  year.

Nine  passengers  were  killed  and  65  injured  during  the  year. 
All  of  tlie  fatalities  to  passengers  were  reported  to  have  oc- 
curred as  the  result  of  their  own  imprudence.  Of  the  number 
of  passengers  injured,  namely,  65,  34  were  reported  as  injured 
from  causes  beyond  their  control,  while  31  were  reported  as 
injured  through  their  own  imprudence  or  negligence.  The  total 
number  of  passengers  killed  and  injured  during  the  preceding 
year  was  11  and  123,  respectively;  the  average  number  of 
passengers  killed  and  injured  annually  during  the  years  1900-

The  average  number  of  employees  killed 
and  injured  annually  during  the  preceding  ten  years  was  77 
and  476,  respectively.  As  previously  stated,  the  elimination  of 
a  substantial  number  of  reports  of  minor  injuries  to  employees 
heretofore  made  by  one  of  the  railroad  companies,  and  included 
in  the  yearly  summary  of  accidents,  accounts  for  the  decrease 
shown  in  the  total  number  of  injuries  for  the  past  two  fiscal 
years.

On  the  ISTew  London  Northern  one  riveted  lattice  and  three 
wooden  stringer  bridges  have  been  rebuilt,  two  wooden  trestles  have 
been  partially  rebuilt,  one  I-beam  bridge  has  been  strengthened, 
and  one  riveted  lattice  bridge,  five  plate  girders,  one  I-beam,  two 
wooden  stringers,  and  two  trestles  have  been  repaired. 

On  the  Boston  and  Albany  five  riveted  lattice  bridges  have  been 
replaced  by  plate  girders,  one  plate  girder  has  been  rebuilt,  and  one 
wooden  draw-span  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder,  one  plate 
girder  and  two  I-beam  bridges  have  been  widened  for  additional 
tracks,  six  riveted  lattice  bridges  have  been  strengthened,  one  pile 
bridge  has  been  partially  and  another  one  wholly  filled,  and  three 
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plate  girders  and  one  riveted  lattice  truss  at  Worcester  have  been 
abandoned  on  account  of  improvements. 

On  the  New  York,  'New  Haven  and  Hartford  one  new  plate  girder 
has  been  built,  one  pile  bridge  has  been  replaced  by  a  plate  girder, 
one  wooden  stringer  has  been  filled,  one  plate  girder,  ten  pile  and 
three  wooden  stringer  bridges  have  been  strengthened,  one  stone 
arch,  one  riveted  truss,  two  pin-connected  trusses,  forty-four  plate 
girders,  one  iron  viaduct,  four  pile  and  one  wooden  stringer  bridges 
have  been  repaired. 

On  the  Boston  &  Maine  the  following  work  has  been  done  on  the 
different  divisions :  — 

On  the  Portland  division  two  double  track  plate-girder  bridges 
have  been  built  to  abolish  grade  crossings  at  East  Lynn  and  Maiden, 
one  wooden  pile  bridge  has  been  repaired,  and  one  wooden  pile 
bridge  has  been  filled. 

On  the  Fitchburg  division  one  new  plate  girder  has  been  built  to 
abolish  a  grade  crossing;  one  pony- truss  and  one  wooden  stringer 
have  been  replaced  by  plate  girders;  two  plate  girders  have  been 
rebuilt;  two  plate  girders  have  had  one  track  added;  and  three 
plate  girders  and  one  pony-truss  have  been  repaired. 

On  the  "Worcester,  Nashua  &  Portland  division  one  pile  trestle 
has  been  replaced  by  a  steel  truss. 

On  the  Southern  division  one  wooden  trestle  and  one  pile  bridge 
have  been  rebuilt,  one  wooden  trestle  has  been  partially  rebuilt, 
three  riveted  trusses  and  one  I-beam  bridge  have  been  repaired.

Annual  returns  for  the  nine  months  ending  June  30,  1910, 
have  been  received  from  seventy-three  street  railway  companies, 
and  returns  to  the  date  of  their  consolidation  or  purchase  were 
also  received  from  five  companies,  making  seventy-eight  re- 
turns. 

Companies  dropped  fkom  the  List. 

During  the  nine  months  four  companies  have  been  dropped 
from  the  list,  as  follows :  the  l^atick  and  Cochituate ;  the  jSTew- 
ton;  the  Westborough  and  Hopkinton;  these  companies  having 
been  consolidated  during  the  previous  year.  The  Plymouth, 
Carver  and  Wareham  has  also  been  dropped,  the  enterprise  hav- 
ing been  abandoned,  and  proceedings  are  now  pending  to  dissolve 
the  company. 

Companies  added  to  the  List. 

During  the  nine  months  one  company  was  organized  under 
the  general  law  and  added  to  the  list,  namely,  the  Point  Shirley. 

Consolidation  of  Companies. 

During  the  nine  months  the  ISTewton  and  Boston  (October  8, 
1909)  was  consolidated  with  the  Middlesex  and  Boston;  the 
Uxbridge  and  Blackstone  (December  31,  1909)  with  the 
Worcester  and  Blackstone  Valley;  the  Western  Massachusetts 
(December  31,  1909)  with  the  Springfield;  the  Pittsfield  Elec- 
tric (May  31,  1910)  with  the  Berkshire;  the  Hartford  and 
Worcester  (May  16,  1910)  was  purchased  by  the  Worcester  and 
Southbridge.  All  these  companies  have  made  returns  to  these 
several  dates. 

Operation  of  Companies. 

By  reason  of  consolidations  and  purchase  there  were  at  the 
end  of  the  nine  months  seventy-three  existing  companies.  Of 
this   number,   fifty-five   operated   their   railways,   fifteen   were 
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operated  under  leases  or  contracts  by  other  companies,  and  three 
had  organized  and  paid  in  a  portion  of  their  capital  stock,  but 
had  not  commenced  the  construction  of  their  railways. 

Railway  Mileage. 
New  Mileage. 
The  net  increase  during  the  past  nine  months  in  the  mileage 
of  the  Massachusetts  companies  is  7.746  miles  of  street  railway 
line,  and  9.393  miles  of  second  track,  making  17.139  miles  addi- 
tional main  track.  There  was  also  a  net  increase  of  4.883 
miles  of  side  track,  making  a  total  net  increase  of  22.022  miles 
reckoned  as  single  track. 

Mileage  Owned. 

The  Massachusetts  companies  now  own  2,246.247  miles  of 
street  railway  line,  456.485  miles  of  second  main  track  and 
188.347  miles  of  side  track,  making  a  total  length  of  track 
owned,  reckoned  as  single  track,  2,891.079  miles.  This  does 
not  include  3.195  miles  of  main  line  and  .103  of  a  mile  of  side 
track  of  the  Rhode  Island  of  Rhode  Island  located  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, from  whom  no  return  has  been  received. 

All  of  the  track  owned  is  surface  street  railway  track,  with 
the  exception  of  9.983  miles  of  elevated  line  and  9.809  miles  of 
elevated  second  track.  Of  the  sidings,  all  are  surface  track, 
with  the  exception  of  4.378  miles  of  elevated  track.  All  the 
elevated  track  is  located  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Mileage  Operated. 

The  total  miles  of  main  track  (including  trackage  rights) 
operated  was  2,762.055,  —  a  decrease  of  2.740  miles  in  the 
nine  months  from  the  previous  year. 

The  Boston  and  ITorthern  leases  and  operates  the  ISTashua, 
having  a  mileage  of  main  and  second  track  of  14.898  miles, 
located  in  JSTew  Hampshire;  and  the  Old  Colony  leases  and 
operates  the  Il^Tewport  and  Fall  River,  having  a  mileage  of  main 
and  second  track  of  20.632  miles,  located  in  Rhode  Island. 
Accordingly  35.530  miles  of  main  and  second  track  are  oper- 
ated outside  of  this  Commonwealth.

762,000,  —  a  decrease  of  $316,000  from  the  year  ending  Septem-

Floating  Debt. 

The  amount  of  real  estate  mortgages  outstanding  June  30,  1910,

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Street  Railway  Accidents. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  injured,  in  connection  with  street 
railway  operation,  as  returned  by  the  companies  for  the  nine  months 
ending  June  30,  1910,  was  5,458,  of  whom  80  received  fatal  injuries 
and  5,378  injuries  not  fatal. 

The  number  of  passengers  injured  was  3,730,  of  whom  9  were 
injured  fatally. 

The  injuries  to  employees  were  246  in  all,  12  of  which  were 
fatal. 

The  number  of  injuries  to  travellers  and  others  on  the  street  was 
1,482,  of  which  59  were  fatal. 

These  figures  include  a  very  large  number  of  injuries  of  a  trivial 
character  that  have  been  returned  by  the  companies. 

In  the  following  table  the  accidents  of  the  last  year  and  also 
those  for  the  nine  months  ending  June  30,  1910,  are  classified  as

GENERAL  DISCUSSION. 


The  Board  in  its  last  annual  report  made  reference  to  cer- 
tain special  reports  for  the  General  Court  of  1910,  and  stated 
that  the  conclusions  of  the  special  tribunals  to  whom  the  several 
references  were  made  would  be  found  in  the  special  reports 
when  presented  to  the  General  Court. 

These  reports  have  now  been  made  under  the  following  re- 
solves : 

Chapter  85,  1909,  To  provide  for  an  investigation  and  re- 
port by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Boston 
Transit  Commission,  sitting  jointly,  as  to  certain  matters  rela- 
tive to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  and  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company. 

Chapter  94,  1909.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Boston  Transit  Com- 
mission, sitting  jointly,  as  to  the  advisability  of  constructing 
additional  subways,  tunnels  and  elevated  structures  in  the  city 
of  Boston. 

Chapter  110,  1909.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Boston  Transit  Com- 
mission, sitting  jointly,  as  to  the  advisability  of  authorizing 
the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Railroad  Company  to  con- 
struct a  tunnel  and  subways  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Chapter  113,  1909.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  and 
report  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  Board  of 
Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners,  the  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  sitting  jointly, 
relative  to  public  improvements  for  the  Metropolitan  district. 

Chapter  144,  1909.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the  Tax  Commissioner  and 
the  Bank  Commissioner,  sitting  jointly,  of  certain  questions 
suggested  by  the  attorney-general  with  respect  to  the  ISTew  York, 
ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company. 
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By  several  resolves  the  General  Court  of  1910  created  cer- 
tain joint  boards,  making  the  railroad  commissioners  members 
thereof,  for  the  study  of  many  important  matters  relating  to 
transportation : 

Chapter  58.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  and  report  by 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Boston  Transit 
Commission,  sitting  jointly,  relative  to  the  construction  and 
use  of  subways  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Chapter  94.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  and  report  by 
the  Boston  Transit  Commission  relative  to  the  construction  of 
a  subw^ay  from  Park  street  to  the  South  station  in  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Chapter  97.  To  provide  for  an  investigation  and  report  by 
the  Boston  Transit  Commission  of  certain  proposed  improve- 
ments in  transportation  in  the  city  of  Boston. 

Chapter  139.  For  an  investigation  and  report  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  the  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion, sitting  jointly,  relative  to  the  improvement  of  transporta- 
tion facilities  in  and  around  the  city  of  Boston.  The  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  by  this  resolve  was  joined  with 
the  Transit  Commission  in  the  investigations  and  reports  to  be 
made  under  chapters  94  and  97,  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

Chapter  652  of  the  Acts  of  1910,  "  An  Act  to  validate  the 
present  outstanding  securities  of  the  'New  York,  ISTew  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  to  provide  for  an  exam- 
ination of  its  property  ",  created  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, the  Tax  Commissioner  and  the  Bank  Commissioner 
a  commission  to  perform  and  execute  the  duties  provided  for 
in  said  chapter. 

Chapter  112  of  the  Resolves  of  1910  provided  for  an  investi- 
gation and  report  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  the 
Board  of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners,  the  Boston  Transit 
Commission  and  the  Metropolitan  Park  Commission,  sitting 
together  as  a  joint  board,  relative  to  the  construction  of  a 
tunnel  between  the  North  and  South  stations  in  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Chapter  134  of  the  Resolves  of  1910  provided  for  an  investi- 
gation and  report  by  the  same  joint  board  relative  to  the  electri- 
fication of  railroads  in  the  metropolitan  district. 
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The  joint  board  on  metropolitan  improvements,  established 
bj  resolves  of  1909,  chapter  113,  is  requested  to  make  a  final 
report  to  the  General  Court  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1911,  said  report  to  be  accompanied  by  a  bill  or  bills 
embodying  any  further  recommendations  which  may  be  made. 
The  members  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  are  mem- 
bers of  this  tribunal. 

The  Board  is  therefore  relieved  to  a  considerable  extent 
from  discussing  in  its  annual  report  certain  phases  of  the  trans- 
portation situation,  and  its  conclusions  with  respect  to  the  same 
will  be  found  in  these  special  reports  to  the  General  Court 
of  1911. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  references,  the  following  mat- 
ters were  by  resolves  passed  in  1910  specifically  referred  to  the 
Board : 

Chapter  116.  Relative  to  the  charges  of  railroad  corpora- 
tions for  monthly  tickets. 

Chapter  123.  Relative  to  the  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing 
in  the  Charlestown  district  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

Chapter  132.  To  provide  for  a  report  as  to  the  advisability 
of  authorizing  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  to  construct 
a  connection  of  its  railroad  between  Mattapan  and  Clarendon 
Hills. 

The  reports  on  the  three  resolves  last  named  are  made  to  the 
General  Court  in  this  annual  report. 

Chapter  138,  a  resolve  to  provide  for  a  report  as  to  the  de- 
sirability of  requiring  street  railway  companies  to  convey  the 
cars  of  other  companies ;  and  the  order  of  the  General  Court 
relative  to  the  prevention  of  fires  from  locomotives,  provide 
by  their  terms  for  reports  to  be  contained  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board,  and  are  therefore  found  in  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  above  matters,  the  Board,  as  a  part  of  its 
annual  report,  desires  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  General 
Court  to  certain  matters. 

Special  Report  on  Resolves  of  1910,  Chapter  116. 
By  chapter  116  of  the  Resolves  of  1910,  approved  June  3, 
19.10,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  was  requested  to 
"  consider  the  advisability  of  requiring  railroad  corporations 
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issuing  quarterly  tickets  for  travel  to  issue  montlilj  tickets 
at  a  proportionate  rate,  or  at  a  more  equitable  rate  than  is 
now  charged ;  "  and  the  Board  was  requested  to  "  make  such 
recommendations  to  the  railroad  corporations  as  it  may  deem 
advisable,  and  shall  report  the  result  of  its  recommendations 
to  the  next  general  court." 

The  thirty-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Board  to  the  General 
Court  contained  a  discussion  on  the  equalization  of  railroad 
fares,  with  the  recommendation  that  there  be  a  readjustment 
of  the  different  divisions  of  each  railroad,  both  within  and 
without  the  suburban  district,  in  order  that  communities  under 
similar  conditions  may  enjoy  a  corresponding  rate  of  fare  and 
form  of  ticket.  As  a  result  of  that  recommendation  the  Gen- 
eral Court  of  1908  enacted  chapter  649,  "  An  Act  relative  to 
the  issuing  of  mileage  and  commutation  tickets  by  railroad 
corporations."  This  act,  however,  limited  the  provisions  with 
respect  to  commutation  tickets  to  the  area  within  fifteen  miles 
of  Boston. 

During  the  year  1910,  both  before  and  since  the  passage  of 
the  above  mentioned  resolve,  the  Board  has  been  engaged  in  a 
study  of  the  equalization  of  the  rates  for  commutation  tickets 
outside  of  the  suburban  district,  and  also  of  a  uniform  commuta- 
tion ticket,  and  in  view  of  this  study,  together  with  its  recom- 
mendation to  the  general  passenger  agents  of  the  three  principal 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth  requesting  their  study  and  co- 
operation, it  deems  it  in  the  public  interest  that  the  recom- 
mendation provided  for  in  said  resolve  should  not  be  restricted 
to  the  time  limit  of  the  tickets  solely,  but  should  cover  a  uni- 
formity of  rate  for  equal  distance,  so  far  as  possible,  not  only 
upon  each  of  the  said  railroads  but  upon  all  of  them. 

The  present  inequalities  of  rate  arise  largely  from  the  practice 
of  certain  companies  in  establishing  rates  of  fare  many  years 
before  consolidation  or  lease,  and  public  policy  demands  that 
these  rates  should,  in  many  instances,  be  readjusted.  This  will 
doubtless  result  in  raising  certain  rates  and  lowering  others, 
but  a  complete  fabric  of  rates  in  operation  will  tend  to  the 
same  results  as  have  been  secured  by  the  principle  of  the  act 
of  1908,  which  has  received  the  general  acquiescence  of  the 
travelling  public. 
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The  Board  is  now  anticipating  schedules  from  the  several 
railroad  companies  within  a  few  weeks,  the  rates  being  made 
upon  the  uniform  basis  of  all  commutation  tickets  limited  to 
one  month  in  duration.  Upon  presentation  they  will  be  care- 
fully examined  with  a  view  to  securing  their  uniformity.  It 
is  somewhat  doubtful  at  the  date  of  this  report  if  any  legisla- 
tion will  be  necessary,  as  the  Board  hopes  to  work  the  matter 
out  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion.  If,  however,  occasion  should 
present  itself  for  the  enactment  of  any  statute,  we  desire,  so 
far  as  we  properly  may,  to  reserve  the  right  to  submit  a  draft 
of  any  legislation  necessary. 

Special  Repoet  on  Resolves  of  1910,  Chapter  123. 
Chapter  123  of  the  Resolves  of  1910,  "  relative  to  the  aboli- 
tion of  a  grade  crossing  in  the  Charlestown  district  of  the  city 
of  Boston  ",  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  raikoad  commissioners  shall  take  such 
measures  as  may  be  proper  and  expedient,  by  action  in  the  courts 
or  otherwise,  to  procure  the  speedy  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing 
in  that  part  of  Boston  known  as  the  Charlestown  district,  and  situated 
at  Main  street  near  Sullivan  square,  the  said  grade  crossing  being 
a  menace  and  danger  to  the  community;  such  abolition  to  be  accom- 
plished in  such  manner  and  within  such  limits,  whether  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  acts 
of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  or  otherwise,  as  said  board  shall  de- 
termine will  best  promote  the  public  interests. 

The  board  of  railroad  commissioners  has  given  a  public  hear- 
ing and  careful  consideration  to  the  subject  matter  of  the 
resolve. 

It  appears  that  after  appropriate  proceedings  a  special  com- 
mission reported  to  the  superior  court  a  scheme  for  the  abolition 
of  the  Main  street  crossing,  so  called,  with  the  tracks  of  the 
Boston  and  Lowell  railroad  at  grade,  and  that  thereafter  Acts 
of  1899,  chapter  421,  confirmed  said  report,  subject  to  certain 
changes  named  in  said  act.  The  report  and  accompanying  plan 
and  the  act,  taken  together,  make  adequate  provision  for  the 
abolition  of  the  Main  street  grade  crossing,  so  called,  referred 
to  in  the  resolve. 
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It  was  urged  at  the  public  hearing,  however,  that  the  situa- 
tion had  so  materially  changed  that  the  existing  method  of 
separating  the  grade  should  be  abandoned  and  a  substitute 
method  adopted.  The  principal  grounds  upon  which  the  sug- 
gestion rested  were  the  position  of  the  United  States  War 
Department  with  regard  to  the  Charles  river  and  navigation 
therein  and  certain  proposals  for  a  north  and  south  tunnel 
located  to  connect  the  ISTorth  and  South  stations.  We  have, 
therefore,  given  careful  consideration  to  both  of  these  proposi- 
tions as  reasons  to  suspend  action.  We  are  now  convinced, 
however,  that  no  modified  or  substitute  scheme  for  the  abolition 
of  this  crossing  can  be  made,  for  no  sufficient  and  accurate  data 
are  obtainable. 

We  must,  therefore,  in  view  of  the  mandatory  character  of 
the  resolve,  undertake  to  procure  the  speedy  abolition  of  this 
grade  crossing  in  conformity  with  the  commissioners'  report 
and  the  legislative  act.  We  have  caused  a  copy  of  this  finding 
and  report  to  be  transmitted  to  the  parties  to  the  proceed- 
ing and  have  requested  the  attorney-general,  as  the  statutory 
counsel  of  the  Board,  to  take  such  action  on  its  behalf  as  the 
agent  of  the  legislature  as  he  may  deem  proper  in  the  premises. 

Special,  Repoet  on  Resolves  of  1910,  Chapter  132. 
Chapter  132  of  the  Resolves  of  1910,  providing  for  a  report 
as  to  the  advisability  of  authorizing  the  Old  Colony  Railroad 
Company   to  construct   a   connection   of   its   railroad   between 
Mattapan  and  Clarendon  Hills  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  consider  the 
advisability  of  authorizing  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  to  con- 
struct and  maintain  a  connection  of  its  railroad  between  the  Shawmut 
branch,  at  Mattapan  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence railroad  at  a  point  near  Clarendon  Hills,  in  the  town  of  Hyde 
Park,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Court. 

In  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  resolve  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  has  considered  the  advisability  of  authorizing 
the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  to  construct  and  maintain 
a  connection  of  its  railroad  as  therein  stated,  and  begs  to  report 
as  follows: 
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The  present  terminus  of  the  Shawmut  branch,  so  called,  is 
at  Mattapan  station  in  the  city  of  Boston.  To  construct  the 
extension  would  make  a  connection  with  the  old  Midland  divi- 
sion, so  called,  being  formerly  a  part  of  the  'New  York  and 
New  England  railroad.  A  further  extension  of  this  branch 
would  afford  a  connection  Avith  the  Boston  and  Providence  rail- 
road at  a  point  near  Clarendon  Hills  in  the  town  of  Hyde 
Park. 

The  Board  is  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  and  in 
the  public  interest  to  authorize  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  make  an  extension  of  its  railroad  from  Mattapan  to  a  Y 
connection  with  the  so  called  Midland  division  at  a  point  about 
1390  feet  northeasterly  from  the  River  street  station  and  about 
2040  feet  southwesterly  from  the  Blue  Hill  avenue  station. 

A  plan  of  this  extension  has  been  studied  and  appears  to 
be  feasible.  A  considerable  public  demand  for  this  connection 
was  disclosed  at  the  hearing,  and  the  connection  and  its  opera- 
tion would  tend  to  increased  facilities  and  accommodations 
for  the  district  served. 

We  do  not  deem  it  advisable  at  this  time  to  recommend  the 
connection  with  the  Boston  and  Providence  railroad  at  a  point 
near  Clarendon  Hills  as  suggested  in  the  resolve. 

Special  Report  on  Resolves  oe  1910,  Chapter  138. 
Chapter  138  of  the  Resolves  of  1910  provides  for  a  report  as 
to  the  desirability  of  requiring  street  railway  companies  to  con- 
vey cars  of  other  companies,  and  reads  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  consider  whether  any  legislation  making  it  compulsory,  under 
certain  conditions,  for  street  railway  companies  to  receive  and  convey 
over  their  tracks  traffic  or  ears  tendered  by  connecting  street  railway 
companies  is  desirable  and  in  the  public  interest,  and  to  state  its  con- 
clusions and  the  reasons  therefor  in  its  annual  report  to  the  next  general 
court,  accompanying  any  recommendations  which  it  may  make  upon 
the  subject  with  the  draft  of  a  bill  designed  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

Upon  this  resolve  the  Board  has  given  public  hearings  and 
now  makes  report  to  the  general  court  thereon. 
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Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  III,  section  36,  reads  as 
follows : 

Section  36.  A  street  railway  company  may  permit  another  street 
railway  company  to  operate  cars  over  its  tracks  to  such  extent  and 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
shall  determine  to  be  consistent  with  public  safety. 

This  provision  of  statute,  it  is  to  be  observed,  is  a  permissive 
right  only,  relative  to  joint  operation  of  cars  by  agreement, 
subject  only  to  the  approval  of  the  public  authorities  "  to  such 
extent  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  "  as  are  "  consistent 
with  the  public  safety." 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  public  interests  require  addi- 
tional legislation,  making  it  compulsory  under  certain  conditions 
for  street  railway  companies  to  receive  and  convey  over  their 
tracks  traffic  and  cars  tendered  by  connecting  street  railway  com- 
panies.    The  controlling  reason  therefor  is  as  follows : 

Under  the  permissive  right  a  street  railway  company  exclu- 
sively serving  a  community,  especially  one  of  considerable  size, 
is  enabled  to  make  its  own  terms  or  to  refuse  to  make  any  terms 
with  a  connecting  street  railway  company  which  desires  to  route 
through  cars  into  the  thickly  populated  portion  of  the  territory 
served  by  the  terminal  carrier.  The  connecting  carrier,  in  most 
places  an  interurban  street  railway  company,  is  thus  left  at  the 
mercy  of  the  terminal  carrier.  Some  public  supervision  of  this 
situation  is  necessary.  We  do  not  believe,  however,  in  view  of 
the  different  sizes  and  weight  of  cars,  different  weight  of  rails 
and  differences  of  power  equipment,  that  one  street  railway  com- 
pany should  be  required  to  receive  and  convey  over  its  tracks 
cars  of  another  street  railway  company  except  upon  approval 
of  the  public  authorities,  for  it  is  doubtless  true  that  in  some 
instances  the  requirements  of  safety  would  preclude  such  ar- 
rangement. The  accompanying  draft  of  a  bill,  however,  appears 
to  the  Board  to  present  an  equitable  method  of  securing  the 
joint  use  of  tracks  where  it  should  properly  exist.  A  statute 
somewhat  the  same  in  principle,  but  different  in  form,  is  found 
in  the  laws  of  the  state  of  ISTew  York. 
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Special  Report  on  Okdek  of  the  Geneeae  Court. 

On  May  6,  1910,  tlie  house  of  representatives  adopted  the 
following :  "  Ordered,  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
include  in  their  next  annual  report  to  the  general  court  whether 
and  how  the  danger  from  fire,  occasioned  along  railroad  lines 
by  the  operation  of  locomotives,  may  be  decreased;  and  what 
recommendations  for  legislation,  or  otherwise,  may  seem  wise 
to  them  ". 

On  May  10,  1910,  the  foregoing  order  was  adopted  by  the 
senate  in  concurrence. 

The  Board  has  given  the  subject  matter  of  the  order  careful 
attention  and  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

The  danger  from  fire  occasioned  along  railroad  lines  by  the 
operation  of  locomotives  may  be  ascribed  to  two  causes :  first, 
sparks  from  the  stack,  and  second,  cinders  from  the  ash-pan. 

The  following  provisions  of  law  are  now  found  upon  the 
statute  books : 

Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  II,  section  247. 

Acts  of  1907,  chapter  431. 

Acts  of  1909,  chapter  394. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Court  is  called  specifically  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1907.  Under  the  first  section 
thereof,  the  Board  has,  from  time  to  time,  approved  spark  ar- 
resters, and  section  two  of  the  act  makes  adequate  provision 
for  the  entry  by  any  railroad  corporation  upon  unimproved 
land  adjoining  its  location.  These  acts,  taken  together,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board,  contain  sufficient  legislation,  and  we, 
therefore,  make  no  recommendation  for  additional  statutes. 

The  Board  has  made  a  careful  study  of  conditions  tending 
to  the  communication  of  fires  by  cinders  from  the  ash-pan  of 
locomotives.  The  so  called  hopper  pan  equipment  appears  to 
be  the  best  device  now  in  use,  and  the  larger  number  of  loco- 
motives are  equipped  therewith.  Certain  of  the  older  type 
of  locomotives  have  been,  or  can  be,  equipped  with  a  screen 
or  netting  for  the  ash-pan,  which,  if  properly  adjusted,  mini- 
mizes danger  from  cinders  from  the  ash-pan. 

The  Board  has  recommended  to  the  several  railroad  corpora- 
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tions  that  all  locomotives  not  now  equipped  with  the  hopper 
pan  or  ash-pan  screen  or  netting  be  forthwith  so  equipped. 

We  deem  this  recommendation  sufficient  without  added  statu- 
tory authority  to  the  general  powers  of  the  Board. 

Raileoad  and  Railway  Consolidations. 

During  1910,  agreements  for  the  purchase  or  consolidation 
of  five  railroads  and  five  street  railways  have  been  approved 
by  the  Board.  These  include  the  purchase  of  the  Berkshire 
railroad  by  the  'New  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  approved  June  30,  1910 ;  the  purchase  of  the  New 
Haven  and  Northampton  railroad  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  approved  June  30, 
1910;  the  purchase  of  the  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts 
railroad  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  approved  June  30,  1910;  the  purchase  of  the  Mil- 
ford,  Franklin  and  Providence  railroad  by  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  approved  December 
16,  1910,  and  the  purchase  of  the  Milford  and  Woonsocket 
railroad  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company,  approved  December  16,  1910. 

The  street  railway  consolidations  were  the  purchase  of  the 
Hartford  and  Worcester  street  railway  by  the  Worcester  and 
Southbridge  Street  Railway  Company,  approved  May  6,  1910 ; 
the  purchase  by  the  Worcester  and  Blackstone  Valley  Street 
Railway  Company  of  the  property  of  the  Rhode  Island  Com- 
pany in  Massachusetts,  the  line  so  purchased  being  located  in 
the  town  of  Blackstone,  approved  October  7,  1910;  the  con- 
solidation of  the  Pittsfield  Electric  Street  Railway  Company 
with  the  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company,  approved  May  4, 
1910;  the  consolidation  of  the  Dartmouth  and  Westport  Street 
Railway  Company  with  the  Union  Street  Railway  Company, 
approved  October  19,  1910,  and  the  consolidation  of  the  Spring- 
field and  Eastern  Street  Railway  Company  with  the  Springfield 
Street  Railway  Company,  approved  November  26,  1910. 

The  Board  has  also  approved,  under  chapter  601  of  the  Acts 
of  1910,  the  acquisition  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  of  shares  of  the  Berkshire  Street 
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Railway  Company;  and  the  purchase  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Worcester,  x^ashua  and 
Rochester  Railroad  Company. 

Under  the  general  law  providing  for  the  purchase  and  sale  or 
consolidation  of  street  railways,  no  adequate  provision  is  made 
for  the  protection  of  minority  stockholders.  The  Board  there- 
fore suggests  legislation  upon  this  subject,  and  in  conformity 
with  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  452,  a  draft  of  a  bill  embodying  the 
legislation  recommended  is  annexed.    . 

Teanspoktatiow  of  Milk. 
The  Board  in  its  last  annual  report  made  certain  recom- 
mendations relative  to  the  transportation  of  milk.  Thereafter, 
however,  the  legislature  enacted  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  663, 
establishing  a  different  principle  for  the  movement  of  milk 
by  railroads.  Thereafter,  upon  the  petition  of  certain  con- 
tractors and  others,  the  Board  gave  a  hearing  and  issued  its 
finding  refusing  to  recommend  to  the  railroad  companies  the 
re-installation  of  the  so  called  closed  or  contractor's  car.  Judg- 
ment was  suspended  with  respect  to  the  reasonableness  of  rates, 
by  reason  of  the  short  time  they  had  been  in  operation  and 
proceedings  then  pending  before  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission. Thereafter  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  and  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  materially  reduced  their 
rates  for  intrastate  milk  transportation.  Recently  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  has  issued  its  order  relative  to  the 
movement  of  interstate  milk,  from  which  decision  an  appeal 
is  now  pending,  and  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is  a 
party  to  the  record  upon  the  appearance  of  the  attorney-general. 

Demtjreage. 
In  JSTovember,  1909,  the  ISTational  Convention  of  Railway 
Commissioners  adopted  a  code  of  uniform  demurrage  rules. 
The  representative  of  the  Board  then  present  voted  in  the  nega- 
tive. Thereafter  the  interstate  commerce  commission  recom- 
mended carriers  to  apply  this  uniform  code  to  interstate 
business,  and  following  this  recommendation  the  railroads  of 
ISTew  England  filed  schedules  effective  as  of  October  1,  1910. 
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Upon  the  complaint  of  shippers  the  effective  date  of  these  tariffs 
was  suspended,  and  thereafter  hearings  were  held  in  the  city 
of  Boston.  On  I^^J'ovember  14,  1910,  the  interstate  commerce 
commission  made  a  finding  with  certain  recommendations 
understood  to  be  purely  tentative,  exempting  certain  commodi- 
ties from  the  uniform  rule,  and  suggesting  a  demurrage  officer 
for  the  'New  England  territory. 

Abolition  of  Gkade  Crossings. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  approved  plans  for  the 
abolition  of  crossings  at  grade  in  Holden,  Weston,  Belchertown, 
Gloucester,  Lowell,  !N"orth  Adams,  ISTorth  Reading  and  ITorfolk. 
One  of  these,  in  the  town  of  ISTorfolk,  was  by  agreement  of  the 
parties,  and  in  two  cases,  in  the  towns  of  Holden  and  Weston, 
the  members  of  the  Board  were  the  special  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Superior  Court. 

The  Board  has  also  approved  two  agreements  for  alteration 
of  crossings,  which  did  not  involve  the  separation  of  grades, 
in  Medfield  and  ISTew  Bedford,  and  has  also  taken  action  in 
connection  with  alterations  at  a  crossing  in  the  town  of  IsTatick, 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  552  of  the  Acts  of  1908. 

Figures  prepared  by  the  auditor  of  the  Commonwealth  show 
that  since  the  beginning  of  the  work  of  abolition  of  grade  cross- 
ings under  the  general  law,  $34,372,048.03  have  been  expended. 
Since  the  grade  crossing  act  of  1890,  the  different  railroad  com- 
panies have  expended  for  abolition  or  alteration  of  grade  cross- 
ings the  sum  of  $21, 109, 841. 75,  the  Commonwealth  has  spent 
$8,809,021.74,  the  different  cities  and  towns  $4,414,995.60, 
while  the  sum  of  $38,188.94  has  been  paid  from  the  Metropoli- 
tan Parks  Loan  Fund.  During  the  year  1910,  bonds  for  the 
further  abolition  of  grade  crossings  were  issued  under  the  au- 
thority of  chapter  440  of  the  Acts  of  1902  to  the  amount  of 
$500,000.  The  total  amount  which  has  been  authorized  by 
general  law  and  various  special  acts  is  $14,500,000.  The 
present  condition  of  the  grade  crossings  loan  fund  is  as 
follows :

Teanspoetation  of  Pupils  of  Public  Day  and  Evening- 
Schools,  Peivate  Schools  and  Industeial  Schools. 
The  Board,  in  its  last  annual  report,  called  the  attention  of 
the  General  Conrt  to  the  application  of  the  half-fare  provisions 
of  Acts  of  1908,  chapter  530,  to  both  day  and  evening  pupils 
of  the  industrial  schools,  so  called.  The  General  Court  of  1910 
enacted  chapter  567,  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  transportation 
by  street  and  elevated  railway  companies  of  pupils  of  industrial 
schools  ".  The  Boston  and  N^orthern  Street  Railway  Company 
has  put  in  issue  the  constitutionality  of  this  act  and  declined  to 
issue  tickets  to  pupils  of  industrial  day  or  evening  schools  as 
therein  specified,  and  the  Board  has  referred  the  matter  to  the 
Attorney-General  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Steeet  Cae  Fendees  and  Wheelguaeds. 
'Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  III,  section  90,  provide  that 
a  street  railway  company  shall  equip  its  cars  when  in  use  with 
such  fenders  and  wheelguards  as  the  Board  may  require.  The 
regulations  for  the  equipment  of  such  cars  have  been  revised 
during  the  year,  and  a  circular  was  issued  September  15  con- 
taining the  following  requirements : 

1.  All  cars  operated  on  surface  lines  by  street  railway  companies 
(excepting  ears  run  only  as  trailing  cars)  shall  be  equipped  with 
fenders;  and  all  cai-s  operated  on  surface  lines  shall  be  equipped  with 
wheelguards. 
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2.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  rigid  part  of  all  fenders  should 
be,  as  near  as  practicable,  twelve  inches  above  the  rail;  and  the  height 
of  wheelguards  should  be,  as  near  as  practicable,  four  inches  above 
the  rail. 

3.  Each  street  railway  company  shall  submit  to  the  Board,  on  or 
before  December  1,  1910,  a  blue-print,  sketch  or  photograph  showing 
the  types  of  such  fenders  and  wheelguards,  attached  to  a  car,  as  it 
desires  to  use,  together  with  the  height  of  same  above  the  rails,  and 
accompanied  by  a  petition  requesting  the  approval  of  the  same  by  the 
board. 

Stock  and  Bond  Issues. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  issued  six  orders  approving 
issues  of  shares  of  railroad  stock,  aggregating  $32,803,000.  Of 
this  amount  $100,000  was  original  stock  issued  by  the  I^an- 
tucket  Railroad  Company  and  $20,412,000  was  preferred 
stock. 

Four  petitions  for  approval  of  issues  of  bonds  by  railroad 
corporations,  aggregating  $3,570,000,  received  favorable  action. 

Ten  orders  approving  issues  of  street  railway  stock,  aggre- 
gating $2,479,500  have  been  signed.  $10,000  of  this  amount 
was  original  stock  issued  upon  the  petition  of  the  Point  Shirley 
Street  Railway  Company,  and  three  petitions  for  preferred 
stock  were  approved,  the  total  amount  being  $208,000. 

There  have  been  nine  petitions  by  street  railway  companies 
for  approval  of  issues  of  bonds,  the  total  amount  being  $2,- 
047,700.     In  each  case  an  order  of  approval  was  issued. 

In  three  cases  the  Board  has  required,  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  536  of  the  Acts  of.  1910,  the  establishment  of  a  sink- 
ing fund.  The  law  provides  for  the  designation  by  the  Board 
of  some  Massachusetts  trust  company  as  trustee  and  custodian 
of  the  fund. 

Speingfield  River  Front  Improvement. 
Acts  of  1907,  chapter  551,  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  river  front  of  the  city  of  Springfield,"  was 
amended  by  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  352.  By  virtue  of  this 
amendment  the  Board,  sitting  as  a  special  commission  under 
the  provisions  of  the  act,  has  employed  an  experienced  engineer, 
who  is  now  awaiting  completed  studies  by  the  several  railroad 
companies  in  interest. 
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The  matter  is  not  progressing  as  speedily  as  the  commission 
has  hoped,  and  we  therefore  incorporate  this  reference  as  a  part 
of  the  annual  report  of  the  Board,  in  order  that  legislation,  if 
found  necessary,  may  be  enacted  by  the  General  Court.  We 
make  no  specific  recommendation  at  this  time,  reserving  the 
right,  however,  if  it  be  proper,  to  make  application  to  the  Gen- 
eral Court  in  the  event  of  necessity. 

Ijst  General. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  issued  certificates  of  public 
exigency  to  three  railroad  companies  and  one  electric  railroad 
company,  and  authorized  a  large  number  of  street  railway  com- 
panies to  act  as  common  carriers  of  newspapers,  baggage,  ex- 
press matter  and  freight. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1909,  chapter  502,  relative 
to  returns  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  a  uniform 
year  and  date  of  return  is  established.  In  connection  with  this 
Act,  as  amended  by  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  558,  and  of  Acts 
of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  I,  section  20,  the  Board  has  adopted 
a  form  of  return  to  conform  identically  with  the  form  of  return 
required  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission;  and  the  re- 
turns of  railroad  corporations  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June, 
1910,  now  on  file,  are  made  upon  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  forms.  This  form  is  not  only  in  use  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission,  but  is  being  adopted  by  an  in- 
creasing number  of  states  annually.  Its  adoption  by  the  Board 
establishes  a  system  of  railroad  accounting  uniform  with  that 
of  the  federal  authorities. 

The  year  covered  by  this  report  has  witnessed  marked  ad- 
vances in  the  unity  of  control  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  and 
ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  companies, 
under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1909,  chapter  519,  incorporating 
the  Boston  Railroad  Holding  Company.  Certain  bonds  issued 
under  the  authority  of  that  Act  have  been  converted  into  pre- 
ferred stock  by  approval  of  the  Board,  authorized  by  Acts  of 
1910,  chapter  639 ;  and  in  addition  the  Boston  and  Maine  Rail- 
road has  been  recently  authorized  to  make  a  large  issue  of 
capital  stock,  the  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  additions,  improve- 
ments and  betterments. 
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The  Board,  sitting  jointly  with  the  Harbor  and  Land  Com- 
missioners, has,  during  the  year,  issued  its  approval  of  certain 
securities  of  the  Boston,  Cape  Cod  and  New  York  Canal 
Company,  and  has  also  determined  the  points  at  which  the 
tracks  of  the  Old  Colony  railroad  shall  cross  the  canal. 

Certain  recommendations  of  the  Board  contained  in  its  last 
annual  report  have  since  been  enacted  into  law  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory  and  feasible  provisions  in  operation.

Petitions  of  H.  P.  Hood  and  Sons,  the  Boston  Dairy  Company,  D. 
Whiting  and  Sons  and  George  AJhree,  with  respect  to  the  trans- 
portation of  milk  and  the  rates  therefor  as  fixed  hy  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad  local  tariff  No.  51JfJi-,   effective  August 
1,  1910. 
William  R.  Sears  for  H.  P.  Hood  and  Sons. 
A.  R.  Graustein  for  Boston  Dairy  Company, 
J.  r.  CusiCK  for  D.  \^niiting  and  Sons. 
George  Albree,  mill^  producer. 
Myron  E.  Pierce  for  Milk  Consumers'  League. 
W.  A.  Hunter  for  Milk  Producers^  Association. 
AV.  H.  Coolidge  for  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad. 
All  of  the  petitioners,  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Albree,  are  milk 
contractors,  so  called,  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  milk 
from  points  in  Massachusetts  and  elsewhere  to  the  Boston  market. 
These  contractors  allege  that  for  many  years  they  have  been  engaged 
in  such  business,  and  that  the  proposed  action  of  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  in  discontinuing,  on  August   1,   1910,  car  rates, 
so-called,  for  the  transportation  of  milk,  will  have  a  serious  effect 
upon  their  business  and  the  market  supplied  by  them.     The  other 
petitioner,  George  Albree,  alleges  that  the  rates  established  by  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  to  be  effective  August  1,  1910,  are 
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unreasonable  and  excessive.  The  complaint  is  directed  against 
local  tariff  No.  5144,  which  has  now  been  cancelled  by  local  tariff 
No.  5161,  which  makes  no  change  in  the  rates  as  fixed  by  No.  5144, 
but  establishes  them  only  for  the  transportation  of  milk  within  the 
state  of  Massachusetts.  All  of  these  petitions  were  set  down  for 
summary  hearing  July  27,  1910,  at  which  time  the  petitioners  and 
others  appeared  and  asked  for  recommendatory  action  by  the  Board. 

Before  indicating  our  views  with  respect  to  the  petitions  and  our 
action  thereon,  we  desire  to  briefly  state  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth relative  to  the  transportation  of  milk,  and  the  practice  of 
the  Board  with  respect  to  petitions  relating  thereto.  Acts  of  1906, 
chapter  463,  part  TI,  section  181,  provides  that  "  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion may  establish  for  its  sole  benefit  fares,  tolls  and  charges 
upon  all  passengers  and  property  conveyed  or  transported  on  its 
railroad,  at  such  rates  as  may  be  determined  by  its  directors,  "and 
may  from  time  to  time  by  its  directors  regulate  the  use  of  its  rail- 
road; but  such  fares,  tolls  and  charges,  and  such  regulations,  shall 
be  subject  to  revision  and  alteration  by  the  general  court,  or  by 
such  officers  or  persons  as  it  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  anything 
in  the  charter  of  the  railroad  corporation  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing ".  Part  I  of  the  same  act,  section  9,  provides  that  if  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners  ''  is  of  opinion  that  repairs  are 
necessary  upon  any  railroad  or  railway,  or  that  an  addition  to  its 
rolling  stock,  or  an  addition  to  or  change  or  relocation  of  its  sta- 
tions or  station  houses  or  waiting  rooms,  or  a  change  in  its  rates 
of  fares  for  transporting  freight  or  passengers,  or  in  the  mode  of 
operating  its  railroad  or  railway  and  conducting  its  business,  is 
reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  con- 
venience and  accommodation  of  the  public,  it  shall  in  writing  inform 
the  corporation  or  company  of  the  improvements  and  changes 
which  it  recommends  should  be  made  '\ 

If  the  foregoing  statutes  were  all  the  legislation  affecting  the 
transportation  of  milk  a  situation  would  be  presented  for  a  some- 
what freer  action  by  the  Board  than  is  permitted  under  other  exist- 
ing legislation.  Part  II  of  the  same  chapter,  sections  202,  203  and 
204,  contains  specific  rules  for  the  transportation  of  milk.  In  a 
special  report  to  the  General  Court  in  1908,  the  Board,  in  comment- 
ing upon  the  milk  transportation  law,  so  called,  suggested  the 
advisability  of  the  repeal  of  sections  203  and  204,  "  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  these  sections  may  be  held  to  be  an  exclusive  proceeding, 
thus  depriving  the  Board,  in  part  at  least,  of  its  general  recom- 
mendatory supervision  of  milk  transportation";  and  in  a  commu- 
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nication  to  the  General  Court  in  1910,  it  was  further  suggested  that 
"  it  may  be  thought  advisable,  also,  to  repeal,  amend  or  modify 
section  202  ". 

The  General  Court,  however,  after  a  careful  review  of  the  milk 
transportation  laws  and  the  general  milk  question,  enacted  chapter 
633,  "  An  Act  relative  to  the  transportation  and  sale  of  milk ". 
This  act,  while  recognizing  the  right  of  a  railroad  corporation  to 
receive,  forward  or  deliver  milk  in  large  quantities,  laid  down  a 
specific  rule  with  respect  to  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk  by 
the  can,  including  the  return  of  the  empty  cans,  and  declared  that 
the  rate  for  the  milk  by  the  can  should  be  at  the  same  rate  which  the 
railroad  charged  for  milk  in  large  quantities. 

The  act  further  makes  provision  for  petition  to  the  board  of 
railroad  commissioners  by  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved  by  the 
rate  fixed  by  the  can  when  the  large  quantity  rate  is  established  by 
the  railroad  corporation,  and  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Board,  after 
hearing,  to  fix  the  rate  for  milk  by  the  can  equal  to  the  rate  for 
large  quantities,  and  further  requires  that  "  the  rates  by  the  can  so 
fixed  shall  not  be  higher  than  the  rates  charged  by  the  same  rail- 
road corporation  for  a  longer  distance  on  any  part  of  its  system  ". 
Section  204  of  Part  II  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906  remains 
unchanged. 

It  thus  appears  that  while  the  Board  has  a  recommendatory 
function  under  its  general  powers  with  respect  to  the  reasonable- 
ness of  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk,  yet  if  a  railroad  cor- 
poration establishes  rates,  under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1910, 
chapter  633,  this  Board  is  a  tribunal  to  fix  rates  in  conformity  with 
that  statute,  which  also  makes  adequate  provision  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  determination  by  judicial  proceedings. 

Whenever  complaint  has  been  made  of  the  unreasonableness  of 
rates  established  under  the  provisions  of  general  law,  or  a  petition 
has  been  brought  for  the  fixing  of  a  rate  by  the  Board  under  the 
special  provisions  of  the  milk  statute,  our  practice  has  been  to 
investigate  the  rates  complained  of,  after  the  same  have  become 
effective,  and  if  made  under  the  general  law  to  recommend  a  reduc- 
tion if  found  unreasonable;  or  if  made  under  the  special  milk 
statute  to  fix  the  same  in  conformity  with  law.  However,  upon  the 
petitions  before  us,  we  have,  in  view  of  existing  conditions,  given  a 
summary  hearing  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  the  petitioners  to 
discuss  the  recent  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  and  make  such 
suggestions  in  the  premises  as  they  deem  proper.  We  have  not  gone 
into  the  reasonableness  of  rates,  as  it  would  be  obviously  impossible 
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for  us  to  make  any  adjudication  with  respect  thereto  in  the  limited 
time  between  the  date  of  the  hearing  and  August  1. 

The  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  after  the  passage  of  Acts  of 
1910,  chapter  633,  and  before  this  act  became  effective,  published 
its  rates  effective  the  same  date  as  the  act  covering  shipments  of 
milk  on  passenger  or  milk  trains,  both  state  and  interstate,  and 
abolished  its  car  rate,  so-called,  upon  its  entire  system.  There- 
after the  contractors,  upon  an  ex  parte  hearing,  obtained  an  order 
from  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  suspending  the  inter- 
state rates,  in  consequence  of  which  action  it  is  assumed  that  the 
car  rates  will  continue  to  be  effective  on  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad's  interstate  shipments  of  milk  after  August  1,  1910,  and 
until  such  time  as  the  company  shall  file  a  new  tariff  duly  approved 
by  the  federal  authority,  or  the  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  shall  determine  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  now  in 
issue. 

Under  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  has  the  right  to  suspend  rates  pending  an  adjudication 
of  their  reasonableness.  No  claim  is  made  by  any  of  the  parties 
before  us  that  this  Board  has  similar  authority  or  that  any  author- 
ity whatsoever  exists  for  action  by  the  Board  in  suspending  the 
operation  of  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  633.  If  such  claim  were  made 
the  answer  is  obvious.  The  General  Court  of  1910  enacted  chapter 
633  after  several  years  of  public  discussion  of  the  laws  regulating 
the  transportation  of  milk,  a  special  report  of  the  Board  to  the 
General  Court  and  its  recommendations  found  in  its  annual  reports, 
hearings  before  legislative  committees  and  a  special  legislative  com- 
mission sitting  to  consider  the  whole  milk  question,  so  called,  and  its 
report.  It  was  not  made  effective  upon  its  passage,  but  is  to  take 
effect  upon  the  first  day  of  August,  allowing,  as  the  legislature 
doubtless  anticipated,  a  reasonable  time  for  the  adaptation  of  the 
business  to  the  statute.  The  act  is  intended  to  secure  equal  rates 
to  shippers  of  milk,  and  is  clearly  intended  to  prevent  a  better  rate 
to  the  contractor  than  to  the  independent  milk  shipper.  Whether 
or  not  the  General  Court  anticipated  action  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  we  cannot  determine,  but  we  do  know  that  the 
General  Court  must  have  been  familiar  with  the  jurisdiction  of  that 
commission  and  with  the  likelihood  or  at  least  the  possibility  of 
federal  action.  Yet,  notwithstanding,  there  is  found  in  the  act 
itself  nothing  that  either  suspends  its  operation  or  in  any  way 
modifies  the  rule  of  equal  rates  secured  by  its  operation;  and  no 
authority  is  contained  in  its  provisions,  either  by  express  enactment 
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or  necessary  implication  therefrom,  which  would  enable  the  Board 
under  any  given  circumstances  to  delay  or  suspend  its  operation. 

Although  rates  for  the  transportation  of  milk  may,  under  gen- 
eral authority  of  statute,  be  made,  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  633, 
attaches  thereto  and  controls  such  rates  if  the  rates  for  large  and 
small  quantities  are  found  to  be  unequal. 

The  petitioning  contractors,  however,  pray  for  a  recommendation 
by  the  Board,  that,  in  view  of  the  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission,  of  the  long  established  method  of  doing  business  in 
this  territory,  and  the  assertion  that  the  tariff  established  by  the 
Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad,  to  be  effective  for  intrastate  business 
August  1,  1910,  appears,  upon  inspection,  to  raise  a  question  of  its 
reasonableness,  the  Boston  and  Maine  Eailroad  continue  at  its  old 
rate  its  tariff  for  milk  by  the  car.  What  our  action  might  be  with 
respect  to  these  applications  were  the  whole  subject  of  milk  trans- 
portation in  the  control  of  the  Board,  or  had  we  a  general  power 
to  suspend  rates  or  a  specific  power  under  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  633, 
to  suspend  its  action,  is  immaterial.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  no 
such  power  exists.  The  last  named  act  reflects  the  mature  delibera- 
tion of  the  General  Court.  Construed  in  spirit  it  discloses  the  result 
of  a  demand  made  to  the  legislature  for  a  "  flat  rate  ",  so  called,  or, 
in  other  words,  an  equal  rate  for  the  wholesale  and  retail  trans- 
portation of  milk.  Such  being  its  spirit,  evidenced  not  only  by  the 
language  of  the  statute  but  by  legislative  hearings  and  debate,  the 
Board  is  clearly  of  opinion  that  to  now  recommend  to  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Eailroad  the  reinstallation  of  the  car  rate,  to  be  availed 
of  exclusively  by  the  milk  contractors,  so  called,  is  to  set  the 
opinion  of  this  tribunal  against  the  judgment  of  the  General  Court. 
"Wliile  it  is  true  that  the  legislation  now  on  the  statute  books  was 
not  recommended  by  this  Board  and  our  views  of  the  whole  milk 
question  lead  us  to  other  conclusions,  our  duty  is  manifest  when  the 
will  of  the  General  Court  is  ascertained. 

In  this  connection  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  rates  now 
before  us,  effective  August  1,  1910,  are  made  under  general  statu- 
tory authority  and  not  under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1910,  chapter 
633.  If  the  Board  should  recommend  to  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Eailroad  the  reinstallation  of  the  car  rate,  as  requested  by  the  con- 
tractors, a  situation  would  be  created  on  August  1,  1910,  by  the 
operation  of  chapter  633  of  the  acts  of  that  year,  which  would 
result  either  in  the  continuance  of  existing  can  rates,  that  by 
present  law  are  proportional  and  not  equal,  and  hence  a  violation  of 
said  chapter,  or  in  rates  made  equal  under  said  chapter  and  in  no 
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event  higher  than  the  rate  for  a  corresponding  distance  over  any 
part  of  its  system,  based  on  the  existing  car  rate,  which  would 
obviously  result  in  many  instances  in  rates  so  low  as  to  raise  a  fair 
question  with  respect  to  their  confiscatory  results,  and  hence  of  the 
constitutionality  of  the  statute.  While  we  of  course  hold  the 
statute  to  be  constitutional,  for  it  is  not  our  province  to  make  this 
determination,  we  are  entirely  clear  that  no  action  of  ours  should 
contribute  to  a  result  which  would  tend  to  make  for  its  unconsti- 
tutionality. 

If  rates  were  made  under  Acts  of  1910,  chapter  633,  it  is  fair 
to  assume  that  the  railroad  corporation  would  attempt  to  ascertain 
a  reasonable  rate  for  doing  the  business.  A  recommendation  to 
re-establish  the  car  rate,  even  for  a  temporary  period,  deprives  the 
company  of  this  right,  for  it  fixes  by  process  of  law  a  rate  per  can 
determined  upon  the  arbitrary  basis  of  a  car  rate  which  was  made 
long  before  any  expectation  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1910  was 
anticipated. 

There  remains  only  for  consideration  the  petition  of  Mr.  Albree. 
This,  briefly  restated,  is  a  complaint  of  the  unreasonableness  of  the 
rates  established  by  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  effective  AugTist 
1,  1910.  The  proposed  schedules  create  an  entirely  new  fabric  of 
milk  rates,  computed  upon  principles  essentially  different  from 
those  regulating  the  traffic  for  many  years  in  this  commonwealth. 

The  fact  must  not  be  lost  sight  of  that  the  petition  of  Mr.  Albree 
is  a  proceeding  under  the  general  law  and  not  one  under  the  act  of 
1910,  chapter  633,  which  becomes  operative  August  1,  1910.  When 
that  statute  becomes  effective  a  proceeding  is  secured  under  section 
303  for  the  fixing  of  rates  in  conformity  with  that  act.  Prior  to  the 
date  the  statute  becomes  effective  no  proceedings  can  of  course  be 
had  under  that  statute.  The  supreme  judicial  court  has  already 
held,  when  a  proceeding  of  the  same  general  import  was  before  it, 
that  "  the  proceeding  is  directed  against  a  particular  railroad  on 
the  petition  of  a  person  who  claims  a  particular  right  against  that 
railroad  "  and  "  the  statute  is  highly  penal  and  it  calls  for  strict- 
ness and  regularity  in  proceedings  under  it".  What  complications 
therefore  may  arise  in  such  proceedings  by  reason  of  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  car  rate  in  Massachusetts  and  its  continuance  elsewhere 
b}'  reason  of  the  action  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  it 
is  not  now  necessary  to  decide. 

What  effect,  if  any,  the  provisions  of  section  203  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  1910  may  have  upon  the  provisions  of  section  203  as 
amended  by  the  same  act,  can  be  considered  and  determined  in  any 
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subsequent  proceedings  that  may  be  brought  after  the  amended  act 
has  become  effective. 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  under  its  authority,  has 
suspended  the  interstate  rates  for  one  hundred  and  twenty  days, 
for  the  purpose  of  adjudication.  In  the  meantime  we  are  advised 
that  a  special  representative  of  that  tribunal  is  to  give  hearings 
during  the  coming  month  in  Boston  and  take  evidence  upon  the 
issue  raised.  We  deem  the  time  of  suspension  decreed  by  the  federal 
tribunal  none  too  long  to  determine  the  issue  raised  by  the  petition 
of  Mr.  Albree.  We  are  confirmed  in  this  opinion  not  only  by 
the  federal  statute  itself,  but  by  the  experience  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  a  proceeding  concerning  rates  for  the 
transportation  of  milk  into  the  city  of  New  York,  involving  long 
hearings  and  a  large  amount  of  evidence.  The  conclusions  of  that 
commission  are  found  in  an  elaborate  opinion  of  some  ninety  pages 
in  volume  seven  of  its  reports. 

The  reasonableness  of  the  rates  depends  upon  many  factors  and 
considerations,  both  of  service  and  territory,  complicated  by  inter- 
state conditions,  and  any  decision  with  respect  thereto  that  does 
not  involve  a  complete  study  of  the  whole  milk  transportation  ques- 
tion would  be  unfair  to  all  parties.  In  this  question  the  producer, 
the  contractor,  the  carrier,  all  have  a  common  interest;  but  the 
larger  interest,  which  this  Board  was  created  to  protect,  is  that  of 
the  whole  public,  depending  in  this  instance  upon  a  commodity 
vital  to  its  welfare.  We  therefore  suspend  judgment  with  respect 
to  the  reasonableness  of  the  rates  made  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Eailroad  and  effective  August  1,  1910,  pending  the  investigation 
and  deliberation  of  the  federal  authorities  and  of  this  Board;  and 
in  due  course  will  give  opportunity  to  the  petitioner  and  others  to 
present  evidence  upon  the  issue  raised  in  the  petition. 

We  request  the  Boston  and  Maine  Kailroad,  commencing  August 
1,  1910,  to  keep  accurate  account  in  detail  of  all  milk  shipments 
and  the  revenue  received  therefrom  for  each  and  every  kind  of  traffic, 
and  the  result  of  these  records,  together  with  our  seasonable  investi- 
gation, may  possibly  result  in  some  adjudication  in  advance  of  the 
federal  decision.  However,  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the 
New  England  territory,  notwithstanding  its  division  into  states, 
is  a  common  area  upon  which  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  rely 
in  large  measure  for  their  milk  supply.  Indeed,  it  appeared  at  the 
hearing  that  of  all  the  milk  delivered  in  Boston,  a  very  large  per- 
centage was  interstate. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  desires  to  say  that  bald  assertions,  in  the 
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absence  of  supporting  data,  of  unreasonable  rates  or  contemplated 
combinations  to  raise  the  price  of  milk,  will  have  no  place  in  our 
deliberations.  Our  criterion  of  efficient  service  will  be  best  secured 
by  a  complete  and  exhaustive  study  of  the  reasonableness  of  the 
whole  fabric  of  milk  rates,  and  to  that  end  the  Board,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  that  investigation,  continues  the  petition  of  George  Albree; 
and,  as  a  result  of  our  views  with  respect  to  the  existing  laws  regu- 
lating the  transportation  of  milk  and  our  statutory  authority  there- 
under, dismisses  the  petitions  of  H.  P.  Hood  and  Sons,  the  Boston 
Dairy  Company  and  D.  Whiting  and  Sons.

Petition  of  J:  C.  ClarJc  and  others  relative  to  train  service  on  the 

New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  railroad  from  Plymouth

The  petitioners  request  that  the  train  which  during  the  summer 

months  leaves  Plymouth  at  6.30  a.m.,  and  runs  via  Whitman  to 

Boston,  be  ordered  into  service.

Street  Railway  Fares  and  Service, 

Petition  of  the  selectmen  of  Lenox  relative  to  fares  and  service  on 
the  Berkshire  street  railioay. 

J.  M.  Johnson,  selectman. 

B.  W.  Warren  for  Berkshire  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  primary  inquiry  in  this  case  is  directed  to  the  reasonableness 
of  rates  on  the  Berkshire  street  railway  within  the  township  of 
Lenox.  A  careful  stvidy  of  the  finances  of  the  company  warrants  no 
recommendation  by  the  Board  that  would  result  in  a  reduction  of 
the  fare  for  a  through  ride  originating  in  the  village  of  Lenox,  to 
points  outside  the  township.  The  receipts  and  expenses  on  the 
Lenox  branch,  so  called,  are  conclusive  upon  this  issue.  We  believe, 
however,  that  residents  of  the  township  should  be  afforded  com- 
munication between  its  villages  for  a  five-cent  fare,  and  recommend 
the  establishment  of  a  five-cent  fare  from  Lenox  proper  to  a  point 
substantially  in  the  center  of  the  village  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
town.  This  fare  in  operation  will  secure  the  same  rate  between 
Lenox  and  New  Lenox  as  is  at  present  enjoyed  between  Lenox  and 
Lenoxdale. 

The  remaining  question  is  with  respect  to  service.  The  Board 
suggests  that  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  next  summer  season  atten- 
tion be  given  to  a  schedule  that  will  provide  more  frequent  trips 
from  Lenox  to  the  station,  and,  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the 
selectmen  and  the  management  of  the  company  to  agree,  the  Board 
will,  upon  the  application  of  either  party,  reopen  this  branch  of  the 
case.

At  the  public  hearing  the  petitioners  raised  two  principal  issues, 
—  the  construction  of  a  spur  track  from  Mount  Auburn  street  into 
Bigelow  avenue  to  the  Hood  Rubber  Company's  factory,  and  the 
restoration  of  cars  over  Mount  Auburn  street  to  the  subway  in 
Boston. 

After  consideration  and  a  view  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  there 
is  not  such  congestion  and  overcrowding  of  cars  at  or  near  Bigelow 
avenue  during  the  so-called  rush  hours  as  to  require  any  recom- 
mendation at  this  time. 

A  cross-over  in  Mount  Auburn  street  at  this  point  would  avoid 
the  unnecessary  running  of  extra  cars  between  Bigelow  avenue  and 
Watertown  and  in  our  opinion  would  tend  to  less  interference  with 
the  highway  than  the  proposed  spur  track  into  Bigelow  avenue. 

The  desire  for  a  service  without  change  of  cars  via  Mount  Au- 
burn street  to  the  subway,  bringing  patrons  nearer  the  shopping 
district  in  Boston,  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  the  Board  recommends 
that  it  be  provided.

Petition  of  the  citizens  of  Hamilton  relative  to  fares  on  the  Boston 
and  Northern  street  railivay. 

The  petitioners  request  '''  a  readjustment  of  fares  on  the  Glouces- 
ter division  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  street  railway,  viz. :  Hamil- 
ton to  Essex,  five  cents ;  Hamilton  to  Ipswich,  five  cents ;  Hamilton 
to  transfer  station  on  Cabot  street,  Beverly,  five  cents,  and  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  of  Hamilton,  five  cents  ". 

A  careful  study  of  the  amount  of  riding  to  and  from  Hamilton 
on  the  Gloucester  division  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  street  rail- 
way, taken  in  connection  with  the  established  fares,  fare  limits 
and  territory  served  in  Hamilton,  discloses  no  sufiicient  reason,  in 
our  opinion,  for  a  reduction  in  the  fares  between  Hamilton  and  the 
towns  and  cities  named  in  the  petition. 

The  distance  between  the  Ipswich  and  Wenham  boundary  lines 
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in  the  town  of  Hamilton  is  about  sixteen  thousand  feet,  and  while 
there  are  few  houses  near  the  railway  tracks  in  this  distance,  we 
are  of  opinion  that  the  citizens  of  Hamilton  are  entitled  to  a  five- 
cent  fare  upon  this  line  within  the  limits  of  the  township. 

We  therefore  dismiss  so  much  of  the  petition  as  relates  to  fares 
between  Hamilton  and  points  outside,  but  recommend  a  reduction 
of  the  fare  within  the  town  of  Hamilton.

The  city  of  Newhuryport  is  served  by  three  different  street  rail- 
way companies,  the  Citizens'  Electric  Street  Eailway  Company  hav- 
ing a  total  mileage  of  about  eighteen  miles,  the  larger  part  of  which 
is  in  Kewburyport.  This  company's  established  charges  are  five 
cents  within  the  limits  of  the  city  and  the  town  of  Kewbury  and  ten 
cents  between  Newburyport  and  Amesbur}^,  and  transfers  are  given 
between  cars  in  the  city  of  Newhuryport  at  Market  square  for  a 
continuous  ride  in  the  same  general  direction. 

The  Boston  and  Northern  Street  Eailway  Company  has  a  ter- 
minus in  the  city  for  its  line  from  the  south,  and  the  Haverhill 
and  Amesbury  Street  Eailway  Company  has  a  terminus  in  the  city 
for  its  line  from  the  north. 

The  petitioners  allege  that  the  fares  now  established  by  all  three 
of  these  carriers  are  excessive  and  request  the  Board  to  reduce  the 
same  by  an  issuance  of  transfers  and  otherwise.  In  connection  with 
the  allegations  of  the  petition  attention  is  called  to  the  fares  now 
established  by  the  Haverhill  and  Amesbury  Street  Eailway  Com- 
pany between  the  city  proper  and   Smithtown,  so  called,   and  a 
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comparison  made  between  this  last  established  fare  and  certain 
other  fares  in  the  vicinity.  With  respect  to  local  fares  in  the  city 
of  JSTewburyport,  any  reduction  by  the  issue  of  transfers  between  the 
several  lines  would  in  effect  divide  the  five-cent  fare  between  one 
or  more  companies  and  so  reduce  existing  receipts  to  the  several 
carriers.  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  recommendation  ought  not 
to  be  made  as  we  are  unable  upon  all  the  facts  before  us  to  find 
that  existing  fares  now  established  are  unreasonable. 

The  second  question  presented  relates  to  an  interstate  rate,  over 
which  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction.  Suggestion  has,  however, 
been  made  that  so  much  of  the  Smithtown  service,  so  called,  as  is 
exclusively  within  the  commonwealth  should  be  rendered  at  a  less 
rate  than  the  present  one.  To  this  last  question  we  have  given 
careful  consideration  and  restudied  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Haverhill  and  Amesbury  Street  Railway  Company.  An  examina- 
tion of  its  official  return,  together  with  figures  transmitted  by 
the  company,  at  our  request,  of  passengers  carried  upon  this  line 
and  gross  receipts  for  the  service,  operating  expenses  and  other 
pertinent  facts,  brings  us  to  the  conclusion  that  we  ought  to  make 
no  recommendation  to  the  company  at  this  time. 

The  petition  must  therefore  be  dismissed.

The  petition  recites  that  certain  changes  in  the  rates  of  fare  are 
reasonable  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  convenience  and 
accommodation  of  the  public,  and  requests  the  Board  to  require  the 
Boston  Elevated  and  the  Boston  and  Northern  companies  to  make 
an  arrangement  so  that  passengers  upon  their  cars  may  be  trans- 
ported between  Orient  Heights  and  the  Revere  Beach  reservation 
for  a  fare  uniform  with  that  charged  by  the  said  companies  for 
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transportation  to  the  same  point  over  other  lines  of  track;  or  that 
the  Boston  and  Northern  company  be  required  to  operate  cars  on 
these  tracks ;  and  that  transfers  be  given  by  each  company  whereby 
passengers  upon  the  cars  of  either  of  said  companies  may  be  trans- 
ported from  the  various  parts  of  Boston,  Chelsea  and  Eevere  at  a 
rate  of  fare  uniform  with  that  charged  for  transportation  to  said 
reservation  over  other  lines  of  track. 

In  discussing  a  similar  situation  in  Maiden,  in  an  order  issued 
March  7,  1907,  the  Board  used  this  language : 

The  same  conditions  exist  at  nearly  all  other  points  where  interurban 
railways  connect  with  the  system  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Com- 
pany. The  peculiar  privileges  granted  to  that  company  under  special 
laws  include  the  right  to  insist  upon  a  five-cent  fare  from  every  passen- 
ger, a  right  that  stands  in  the  way  of  any  arrangement  for  a  joint 
fare  to  be  shared  with  other  companies.  The  Board  has  no  authority 
to  suggest  that  the  Boston  Elevated  rehnquish  a  part  of  the  fare  to 
which  it  is  entitled  by  law,  and  it  cannot  rightfully  ask  the  Boston  and 
Northern  to  furnish  service  without  compensation;  nor  has  it  any 
jurisdiction  over  extensions  of  railway  lines  or  changes  in  the  conti'ol 
or  ownership  of  such  lines. 

The  Board  finds  that  no  action  is  open  upon  this  complaint  which 
will  afford  the  petitioners  the  facilities  they  desire,  and  the  petition 
is  therefore  dismissed.

The  petition  asks  that  transfers  be  given  on  the  Park  avenue 
line  of  the  Boston  and  Northern  street  railway  in  the  town  of 
Eevere,  entitling  passengers  thereon  to  transportation  to  the  city 
of  Lynn  for  a  single  five-cent  fare;  that  the  Park  avenue  line  be 
extended  to  Washington  avenue  in  said  town,  and  that  the  company 
be  prohibited  from  allowing  cars  not  in  use  to  remain  upon  its 
tracks  located  in  Ocean  avenue  in  Eevere  or  from  so  using  said 
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tracks  as  to  interfere  with  and  impede  public  travel  from  said 
avenue. 

After  notice  and  hearing  and  further  consideration,  the  Board 
finds  the  Park  avenue  line  to  be  one  of  several  side  lines  in  the  town 
of  Eevere,  among  these  being  the  line  to  Eevere  Beach,  and  that 
the  request  for  transfers  must  be  considered  with  reference  to  its 
general  application.  Should  the  people  of  Revere  be  given,  through 
transfers,  the  right  to  trayel  from  all  lines  to  Lynn,  the  people  of 
Lynn  would  naturally  demand  transfers  from  all  lines  to  Eevere 
Beach.  A  recommendation  that  passengers  should  be  carried  be- 
tween all  parts  of  Lynn  and  Eevere  Beach  for  a  single  five-cent  fare 
would  be  unreasonable.  At  the  hearing,  however,  it  was  shown  that 
during  certain  early  morning  and  late  afternoon  hours  so  large  a 
number  of  regular  patrons  have  occasion  to  travel  between  Park 
avenue  and  West  Lynn  as  to  be  entitled  to  a  special  consideration. 
The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  the  company  meet  this 
situation  by  some  form  of  ticket  at  a  reduced  rate. 

The  Board  does  not  find  in  the  conditions  existing  as  to  the 
development  of  the  immediate  territory  nor  the  prospect  of  possible 
revenue  from  contiguous  territory  — ■  especially  when  considered 
with  reference  to  the  general  conditions  and  needs  in  other  sections 
served  by  this  railway  —  justification  for  a  recommendation  that 
the  Park  avenue  line  be  at  this  time  extended  to  Washington  avenue. 

It  appears  that  the  proposed  new  car  station  in  Eevere  and  cer- 
tain other  plans  being  considered  will  afford  quite  a  measure  of 
relief  from  the  inconvenience  caused  by  cars  standing  upon  the 
company's  tracks  in  Ocean  avenue,  and  therefore  the  Board  makes 
no  recommendation,  but  will  consider  the  matter  further  upon  ap- 
plication should  it  be  found  that  the  proposed  changes  do  not  give 
the  desired  relief.

Complaint  is  made  of  lack  of  track  facilities  upon  certain  streets 
in  Saugus  and  Eevere,  and  tlie  construction  of  certain  double  track 
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is  siiggested.  The  Board  has  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the 
matter,  and  is  of  opinion  that  a  single  track  in  Maiden  street,  be- 
tween Broadway  in  the  town  of  Eevere  and  Hall  street  in  the  city 
of  Maiden,  is  inadequate  for  the  traffic  that  it  bears,  and  we  make 
the  suggestion  that  the  local  authorities  of  Revere  and  Maiden  and 
the  management  of  the  Boston  and  ISTorthern  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany give  attention  to  the  desirability  of  a  double  track  between 
these  points.  A  double  track  location  in  this  street  will,  in  large 
measure,  obviate  the  conditions  complained  of.

Petition  of  citizens  of  Lawrence  relative  to  fares  and  service  on 
the  Boston  and  Northern  street  railway  in  that  city.

The  petitioners  request  first,  an  extension  of  the  free  transfer 
privilege;  second,  additional  car  service;  third,  an  extension  of 
trackage.  A  hearing  was  held  and  a  view  taken  by  a  member  of  the 
Board. 

It  appears  that  for  five  cents  a  passenger  may,  by  means  of  a 
transfer,  ride  on  the  Haverhill  line  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Lawrence  and  to  what  is  known  as  Pleasant  Valley,  in  Methuen,  a 
maximum  distance  of  9.27  miles;  and  on  the  Lowell  line  to  the 
junction  of  Lowell  road  on  the  company's  private  Avay  in  the  town 
of  Methuen,  a  maximum  distance  of  9.20  miles,  and  both  facilities 
are  accorded  the  residents  of  the  Prospect  Hill  district,  so-called,  in 
Lawrence. 

A  consideration  of  these  transfer  privileges,  taken  in  connection 
with  the  statement  of  the  number  of  passengers  carried  on  the 
Prospect  Hill-Beacon  street  line  between  the  end  of  the  line  and 
the  junction  of  East  Haverhill  and  Prospect  streets,  leads  us  to 
the  conclusion  that  no  recommendation  ought  to  be  made  with 
respect  to  additional  transfers.     The  same  statement,  together  with 
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the  evidence  at  the  hearing,  convinces  ns  that  no  recommendation 
should  be  made  with  respect  to  additional  car  service. 

With  respect  to  an  extension  of  the  trackage  from  the  present 
terminus  of  the  line  on  AUston  street,  a  method  is  provided  by- 
statute  (Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  II,  section  64)  for  obtain- 
ing extensions  of  locations. 

Without  indicating  what  our  conclusion  might  be  upon  any 
application  addressed  to  us  for  approval  of  the  action  of  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Lawrence,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  the 
contour  of  the  territory  and  the  volume  of  anticipated  traffic  dis- 
close no  conditions  to  warrant  a  recommendation  at  this  time  upon 
the  petition  before  us.

The  petitioners  complain  of  the  infrequency  of  car  service  on  the 
Auburndale  line,  so-called,  after  7.30  p.m.  At  the  hearing  it  ap- 
peared that  the  service  was  half-hourly  during  the  winter  season. 
The  complaint  raises  two  questions,  —  the  insufficiency  of  the 
service  between  Lake  and  Centre  streets,  and  the  service  beyond 
Centre  street  in  the  direction  of  Auburndale.  At  the  hearing  the 
company  agreed  to  restore  the  fifteen-minute  service  between  Lake 
and  Centre  streets  and  this  service  is  now  in  operation.     After  the 
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hearing,  at  the  request  of  the  Board,  the  company  filed  reports 
sliowing  the  amount  of  traffic  after  7.10  p.m.  for  ten  days  between 
Centre  street  and  Auburndale  in  both  directions.  A  study  of  these 
returns,  taken  in  connection  with  the  service  already  restored,  does 
not  show  a  sufficient  demand  of  the  travelling  public  for  the  restora- 
tion of  the  fifteen-minute  service  from  Centre  street  to  Auburndale. 
A  demand  is  disclosed,  however,  for  additional  service  to  and 
from  the  Brae-Burn  Country  Club  upon  occasions  when  winter 
sports  or  other  events  are  taking  place.  While  this  demand  must 
of  necessity  depend  in  some  part  upon  weather  conditions,  we 
recommend  that  such  additional  service  as  will  meet  it  be  installed.

Petition  of  the  Northampton  Street  Railway  Company  relative  to 
readjustment  of  fares  and  transfers. 

In  1909  the  Northampton  Street  Railway  Company  increased 
the  unit  of  fare  on  its  lines  from  five  to  six  cents  and,  upon  com- 
plaint of  the  city  of  Northampton  and  others,  the  Board,  on 
February  26  of  that  year,  issued  an  order  declaring  the  increase 
unreasonable  and  excessive. 

The  Korthampton  Street  Railway  Company  now  asks  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  order  referred  to  and  of  such  other  orders  of  the  Board 
as  are  inconsistent  with  its  proposals,  and  submits  with  its  petition 
schedules  of  proposed  changes  in  its  rate  of  fare.  The  company 
contemplates  increases  of  fares  between  Easthampton  and  North- 
ampton and  between  Williamsburg  and  Northampton,  leaving  the 
fare  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Northampton  at  five  cents,  as 
heretofore. 

The  authority  to  fix  rates  of  fare  upon  street  railways  is  con- 
ferred by  statute  upon  the  companies,  subject,  however,  to  review 
and  recommendation  b}^  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners.  The 
sole  question  presented  by  the  petition,  therefore,  is  whether,  in 
view  of  the  whole  situation,  a  modification  of  the  outstanding  orders 
of  the  Board  ought  in  the  public  interest  to  be  made.  In  deter- 
mining this  question  the  Board  must  of  necessity  assume  that  the 
company  is  proposing  to  establish  the  fares  submitted  in  the  sched- 
ules filed  with  its  petition. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  proposals  now  before  it,  and  a  review 
of  the   financial   condition   of  the   Northampton    Street   Railway 
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Company,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  its  outstanding  orders 
should  be  so  modified  as  to  permit  the  adoption  of  the  schedules 
of  fare  submitted  by  the  petitioner.

Colony  street  railway  between  Abington  and  Brockton.

B.  W.  Warren  for  Old  Colony  Street  Eailway  Company. 

The  present  established  fares  of  the  Old  Colony  Street  Eailway 
Company  provide  for  a  five-cent  service  in  Abington  and  a  ride 
from  the  post  office  in  that  town  to  the  center  of  Brockton.  The 
petitioners  allege  that  a  change  in  the  latter  rate  should  be  made 
by  increasing  the  distance  that  may  be  travelled  for  five  cents,  and 
direct  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  other  fares  in  the  vicinity. 

After  hearing  and  a  further  examination  of  the  local  conditions 
in  and  about  Brockton  and  vicinity,  including  the  town  of  Abing- 
ton, the  Board  is  unable  to  reach  the  conclusion  that  the  existing 
fare  complained  of  is  unreasonable.  The  local  fare  between  Abing- 
ton post  office  and  Brockton,  taken  in  connection  with  special 
workingmen's  tickets  issued  for  travel  in  the  vicinity,  and  estab- 
lished rates  of  fare  for  like  or  similar  service  in  the  area  served 
by  the  Old  Colony  street  railway  elsewhere  show  no  substantial 
inequalities. 

Of  course  it  must  be  understood  that  it  is  practically  impossible, 
in  view  of  local  conditions  throughout  the  commonwealth,  to  deter- 
mine the  reasonableness  of  rates  for  street  railway  fares  exclusively 
upon  the  proposition  of  mileage.  We  appreciate,  however,  that  the 
issue  presented  is  a  close  one,  and  a  substantial  increase  in  travel 
and  the  consequent  increase  in  revenue  might  lead  us  to  an  opposite 
conclusion. 

While  we  make  no  recommendation  at  this  time  the  case  may  be 
continued  with  leave  to  the  petitioners  to  again  bring  the  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  Board  when  substantially  different  conditions 
develop.

1.  The  fall  schedule  of  the  company  contemplates  trips  every 
thirty  minutes  between  Quincy  square  and  Hough's  Neck.  The 
Board  recommends  that  this  schedule  be  continued  as  an  experi- 
ment during  the  coming  winter  months. 

2.  The  Board  believes  that  the  company  is  able  to  give  a  better 
service  through  its  present  system  of  caring  for  passengers  from 
connections  by  use  of  extra  cars  than  could  be  obtained  by  a  fixed 
schedule. 

3.  The  Board  recommends  that  whenever  practicable  the  cars  of 
the  company  be  run  to  the  extreme  end  of  the  line  at  Hough's 
jSTeck. 

4:.  The  Board  is  informed  that  the  company  is  now  installing 
improved  feed  lines. 

A  complaint  was  also  made  concerning  the  condition  of  the  road- 
bed during  high  tides,  and  these  conditions  the  company  is  now 
seeking  to  remedy  by  raising  the  track.  Eventually  it  is  hoped  the 
entire  highway  may  be  elevated  to  a  grade  sufficient  to  permit  the 
company  to  establish  its  tracks  at  a  grade  high  enough  to  avoid 
the  results  of  unusually  high  tides.

Finding  of  New  Commission  upon  Bill  of  Eeview. 
In  the  above  entitled  matter,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of 
1906,  chapter  463,  part  I,  section  29,  we,  Walter  Perley  Hall, 
George  W.  Bishop  and  Clinton  White,  being  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  were  duly  appointed  by  the  Su- 
perior Court  sitting  in  and  for  the  County  of  Worcester  a  commis- 
sion to  act  upon  said  bill  of  review. 
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Due  notice  of  a  public  hearing  before  the  commission  on  the 
subject  matter  of  said  petition  was  given  and  a  hearing  was  had  on 
the  twenty- third  day  of  February,  1910.  At  said  hearing  the  Town 
of  Holden  appeared  by  its  attorneys,  Thayer,  Drury  and  Walker; 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Fitchburg  Rail- 
road Company  (Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  lessee)  did  not  care  to 
be  heard. 

Kow,  having  fully  considered  all  the  evidence  and  arguments 
submitted  to  us  in  this  matter,  we  decide  as  follows :  — 

That  it  is  the  decision  of  this  commission  that  the  report  of  the 
original  commission,  consisting  of  Charles  A.  Allen,  Henry  G.  Taft 
and  Arthur  P.  Rugg,  Esquires,  shall  stand  unmodified  except  that 
certain  lines  or  bounds  of  grades  shall  be  changed  to  conform  to 
the  facts  which  exist  at  the  present  time. 

The  description  of  the  part  of  the  main  road  in  connection  with 
the  abolishment  of  the  grade  crossing  at  ChafBns,  so-called,  in  said 
town  of  Holden  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  to 
wit:  —

secure  a  fair  distribution  between  the  different  cities,  towns  and 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  public  money  appropriated 
for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings,  and  that  such  expenditure  will 
not  in  its  judgment  exceed  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  thereto.

Finding  of  Commission. 
In  the  above  entitled  matter  we,  Walter  Perley  Hall,  George  W. 
Bishop  and  Clinton  White,  being  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
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Railroad  Commissioners,  were,  in  accordance  with  a  written  agree- 
ment of  the  parties  hereto,  appointed  a  commission  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  I,  section  29,  to  act 
upon  the  petition  filed  in  this  cause. 

Due  notice  of  hearing  was  given,  and  hearings  have  been  held  at 
the  office  of  the  Board,  20  Beacon  street,  Boston.  At  such  hearings 
the  parties  were  represented  as  follows:  for  the  Commonwealth, 
Assistant  Attorney-General  Frederic  B.  Greenhalge ;  for  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad,  William  H.  Coolidge  and  Clarence  A.  Hight; 
for  the  selectmen  of  Weston,  Charles  H.  Fiske,  Jr. 

We  heard  and  considered  all  the  evidence  and  arguments  which 
the  parties  desired  to  present. 

jSTow,  after  due  consideration,  Ave  decide  that  the  security  and 
convenience  of  the  public  require  that  alterations  should  be  made 
in  the  grade  crossings  of  Church  street.  Pigeon  Hill  road  and 
Concord  road  with  the  tracks  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  rail- 
road, in  the  town  of  Weston,  in  the  approaches  thereto  and  in  the 
location  and  grade  of  said  highways  so  as  to  avoid  crossings  at 
g]-ade,  and  we  prescribe  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  said 
alterations  shall  be  made,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  of  two  sheets, 
one  entitled  "  Elimination  of  Grade  Crossings,  Central  Mass.  Rail- 
road. Church  Street,  Weston,  Mass.  Scale  1"  —  40'.  November, 
1909  ",  and  the  other  entitled  "  Elimination  of  Grade  Crossing, 
Central  Mass.  Railroad.  Concord  Road,  Weston,  Mass.  Scale 
1"  —  40'.  Kovember,  1909",  and  signed  by  us.  Said  plans,  to- 
gether with  all  lines,  marks,  figures  and  directions  thereon,  are  to 
be  taken  together  with  our  report  and  decision  as  a  part  hereof. 

Church  Street  and  Pigeon  Hill  Road. 
Those  portions  of  Church  street  and  Pigeon  Hill  road  lying  within 
the  location  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  railroad  shall  be  discontinued 
and  a  new  way  in  substitution  therefor,  passing  over  the  tracks  of  said 
railroad,  shall  be  constructed  and  the  westerly  side  line  of  said  new 
way  shall  be  located  as  follows :  —  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  north- 
westerly side  of  Church  street  distant  north  41°  15'  east,  two  hundred 
seventy-four  and  seventy-four  one-hundredths  (274.74)  feet  from  a 
stone  bound  in  the  northwesterly  side  line  of  said  street;  thence  north- 
easterly on  a  curve  to  the  left  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet  radius, 
sixty-eight  and  sixty-five  one-hundredths  (68.65)  feet;  thence  north 
21°  35'  east,  three  hundred  forty-four  and  eight-tenths  (344.8)  feet; 
thence  easterly  by  a  curve  to  the  right  of  one  hundred  seventy  (170) 
feet  radius,  one  hundred  thirty-three  and  eight  one-hundredths  (133.08) 
feet ;  thence  northerly  and  northwesterly  by  a  curye  to  the  left  of  thirty- 
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five  (35)  feet  radius,  eighty-two  and  sixty-four  one-hundredths  (82.64) 
feet  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  Pigeon  Hill  road.  The  northwesterly 
line  of  the  junction  of  said  Pigeon  Hill  road  with  the  "  Old  Road " 
shall  be  as  follows :  —  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  northeasterly  line 
of  said  Pigeon  Hill  road,  distant  northwesterly  about  seventy  (70) 
feet  from  the  westerly  angle  in  the  stone  wall  at  the  corner  of  said 
road  and  the  "Old  Road";  thence  south  68°  51'  east,  fifty-one  and 
seventy-seven  one-hundredths  (51.77)  feet;  thence  on  a  curve  to  the 
left  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet  radius,  thirty-eight  and  sixty-eight  one- 
hundredths  (38.68)  feet;  thence  north  22°  30'  east,  eighty-one  and 
sixty-one  one-hundredths  (81.61)  feet  to  the  westerly  side  of  the  "  Old 
Road." 

The  easterly  and  southerly  line  of  the  new  way  shall  be  as  follows : 

—  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  northwesterly  side  line  of  Church  street, 
distant  south  34°  8'  west,  twenty-six  and  eleven  one-hundredths  (26.11) 
feet  from  the  intersection  of  the  division  line  between  land  now  or 
late  of  C.  H.  Fiske  and  land  now  or  late  of  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad,  thence  westerly  and  northerly  by  a  curve  to  the  right  of  five 
(5)  feet  radius,  fourteen  and  sixty-two  one-hundredths  (14.62)  feet; 
thence  north  21°  35'  east,  two  hundred  fifteen  and  forty-five  one- 
hundredths  (215.45)  feet;  thence  by  a  curve  to  the  right  of  one  hun- 
dred thirty  (130)  feet  radius,  one  hundred  sixty-seven  and  thirty-seven 
one-hundredths  (167.37)  feet;  thence  south  83°  41'  east,  one  hundred 
seventy  and  three  one-hundredths  (170.03)  feet;  thence  by  a  curve 
to  the  left  of  one  hundred  thirty-five  (135)  feet  radius,  one  hundred 
eight  and  seventy- three  one-hundredths  (108.73)  feet  to  the  south- 
easterly side  of  Church  street. 

The  northerly  side  of  the  new  way  and  that  portion  of  the  easterly 
side  of  the  "  Old  Road  "  which  is  hereby  relocated,  shall  be  as  follows : 

—  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  easterly  side  of  said  "  Old  Road  "  dis- 
tant northerly  about  one  hundred  fifteen  (115)  feet,  measured  in  said 
easterly  line  from  the  division  line  between  land  now  or  formerly  of 
G.  D.  Pushee  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  C.  H.  Fiske;  thence  south 
22°  30' west,  one  hundred  nineteen  and  three-tenths  (119.3)  feet;  thence 
by  a  curve  to  the  left  of  forty  (40)  feet  radius,  seventy-four  and 
thirteen  one-hundredths  (74.13)  feet;  thence  south  83°  41'  east,  one 
hundred  fifty-eight  and  seventy-one  one-hundredths  (158.71)  feet; 
thence  by  a  curve  to  the  left  of  ninety-five  (95)  feet  radius,  seventy- 
six  and  forty-nine  one-hundredths  (76.49)  feet  to  the  northwesterly  side 
of  said  Church  street. 

The  grade  of  the  center  line  of  said  new  way  is  described  as  follows: 
— -  Beginning  at  the  southwesterly  end  thereof  at  a  station  0  -f-  99.68 
at  elevation  184.50,  being  the  elevation  of  said  Church  street  as  it  now 
exists;  thence  northerly  on  a  descending  grade  of  sixty-six  one- 
hundredths  (.66)  foot  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  station  1 -|- 36.68 
at  elevation  184.10;   thence  northerly  by  a  vertical  curve  to  station

1  -|-  76.68  at  elevation  184.29 ;  thence  northerly  by  an  ascending  grade 
of  one  and  one-half  (1.5)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  station 
3  +  88  at  elevation  187.46 ;  thence  northerly  descending  by  a  vertical 
curve  to  station  4  -(-  24  at  elevation  186.80 ;  thence  northerly  by  a  de- 
scending grade  of  5.62  feet  per  100  feet  to  station  9  -f-  67.43  at  eleva- 
tion 156.27,  which  is  the  elevation  of  Church  street  as  it  now  exists 
at  that  point. 

The  gTade  of  the  center  line  of  the  junction  of  the  Pigeon  Hill  road 
with  said  new  way  shall  be  as  follows :  —  Beginning  at  station  0, 
which  corresponds  with  station  5  -|-  63.03  of  the  center  line  of  the  new 
way  above  described  at  elevation  179,  thence  by  a  descending  grade 
of  five  and  three-tenths  (5.3)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to  station 
1  -|-  69.31,  at  the  present  grade  of  Pigeon  Hill  road. 

The  grade  of  the  center  line  of  the  relocated  portion  of  the  "  Old 
Road  "  shall  be  as  follows :  —  Beginning  at  station  0  -f-  71.23  of  the 
center  line  of  the  junction  of  the  Pigeon  Hill  road  with  the  new  way 
as  above  described  at  elevation  175.22,  thence  northerly  by  a  descending 
grade  of  six  and  six-tenths  (6.6)  feet  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to 
the  present  grade  of  the  "  Old  Road  "  at  station  2  -(-  25.35. 

Said  new  way  shall  pass  over  the  driveway  to  the  freight  yard  and 
the  tracks  of  the  Central  Massachusetts  railroad  on  a  suitable  bridge 
of  two  spans.  The  clear  span  measured  in  the  direction  of  the  new 
way  of  that  portion  of  the  bridge  over  said  driveway  shall  be  twenty 
and  five-tenths  (20.5)  feet  and  that  portion  over  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad  shall  be  thirty-six  (36)  feet.  The  clear  head  room  between  the 
top  of  the  rails  of  the  railroad  tracks  and  the  under  side  of  the  bridge 
at  a  point  thirteen  and  five-tenths  (13.5)  feet  from  the  center  line  of 
the  arch,  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  (16)  feet.  Said  bridge  shall  be  an 
arch  bridge  built  of  cement  concrete  reinforced  with  steel  of  the  dimen- 
sions shown  on  said  plan,  with  abutments  and  wings  of  concrete  rein- 
forced with  steel,  with  the  upper  surfaces  of  the  arch  waterproofed, 
of  sufficient  width  to  provide  a  roadway  with  sidewalks  forty  (40) 
feet  in  clear  between  the  railings,  and  shall  be  designed  and  built  of 
sufficient  strength  to  carry  safely  a  steam  road  roller  weighing  twenty 
tons  and  a  uniformly  distributed  live  load  of  one  hundred  (100) 
pounds  per  square  foot  of  surface.  The  railings  and  parapets  on  said 
bridge  shall  be  of  concrete  reinforced  with  steel  three  and  one-half 
(Syo)  feet  in  height  above  the  sidewalks,  and  a  stairway  of  concrete 
reinforced  with  steel  shall  be  constructed  to  give  access  from  said  new 
way  at  a  point  over  the  pier  of  said  bridge  to  the  station  platform. 
Said  stairway  shall  be  built  with  a  clear  width  between  the  balustrades, 
also  of  reinforced  concrete,  of  five   (5)   feet. 

Said  new  way  and  the  junction  of  said  new  way  with  the  Pigeon 
Hill  road  shall  be  graded  to  a  width  of  forty  (40)  feet  and  the  junc- 
tion of  said  new  way  with  the  "  Old  Road  "  shall  be  graded  to  a  width 
of  twenty-five    (25)    feet.     Embankments   to   support   said   new   way 
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shall  be  of  suitable  material  and  contain  no  matter  which  will  decay 
and  cause  settlement.  The  slopes  of  the  embankments  and  cuttings 
shall  be  graded  II/2  horizontal  to  1  vertical  and  shall  be  covered  with 
eight  (8)  inches  of  loam  and  seeded  with  grass. 

Wherever  the  elevation  of  said  new  way  is  one  (1)  foot  or  more 
above  the  adjacent  land,  suitable  wooden  raihngs  shall  be  constructed. 

Sidewalks  six  (6)  feet  in  width  shall  be  constructed  in  said  new  way 
and  in  the  connection  between  said  new  way  and  the  Pigeon  Hill  road. 
They  shall  be  surfaced  with  four  (4)  inches  of  suitable  gravel  and 
thoroughly  rolled;  excepting  the  existing  tar  concrete  sidewalks,  which, 
where  disturbed,  shall  be  replaced. 

The  roadway  shall  be  surfaced  with  at  least  twelve  (12)  inches  in 
depth  of  suitable  gravel  with  a  wearing  surface  of  six  (6)  inches  of 
macadam. 

The  brook  lying  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  railroad  location  shall 
be  carried  through  the  embankment  for  the  new  way  in  an  18-inch 
vitrified  pipe,  substantially  as  shown  on  the  plan  filed  herewith.  Catch 
basins  with  suitable  connections  to  take  care  of  the  surface  water  in 
the  new  way  shall  be  constructed  substantially  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

The  railroad  station  shall  be  moved  easterly  and  the  station  platform 
shall  be  rearranged,  all  substantially  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

Where  the  grade  of  said  new  ways  is  3.9%  or  greater,  paved  gutters 
thirty  (30)  inches  in  width  shall  be  constructed. 

To  make  the  alterations  herein  prescribed,  it  is  necessary  to  take 
certain  parcels  of  land  for  highway  purposes,  which  parcels  of  land 
are  hereby  taken  for  such  purposes  and  are  bounded  and  described  as 
follows :  — 

Parcel  I.  —  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  northwesterly  side  line  of 
Church  street,  distant  north  41°  15'  east,  two  hundred  seventy-four  and 
seventy-four  one-hundredths  (274.74)  feet  from  a  stone  bound  in  said 
street  line;  thence  northerly  by  a  curve  to  the  left  of  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  radius,  sixty-eight  and  sixty-five  one-hundredths  (68.65) 
feet;  thence  north  21°  35'  east,  one  hundred  seventy-four  and  ninety- 
four  one-hundredths  (174.94)  feet  to  land  now  or  formerly  of  the

—  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  westerly  side  line  of  Church 
street  at  the  division  line  between  land  now  or  formerly  of  C.  H.  Fiske 
and  land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad,  thence 
north  47°  27'  west,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  and  sixty-six  one- 
hundredths   (123.66)   feet  to  the  southerly  location  line  of  the  Central

elevation  171.84;  thence  descending  by  a  vertical  curve  to  station 
8  -j-  67.15  at  elevation  170.95 ;  thence  ascending  by  a  grade  of  forty- 
three  one-hundredths  (.43)  of  a  foot  per  one  hundred  (100)  feet  to 
the  present  grade  of  the  Concord  road  at  station  11  -\-  32.83  at  ele- 
vation 172.1. 

Said  new  way  shall  be  carried  over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad  on 
an  arch  bridge  of  a  single  span  thirty  (30)  feet  clear  width  built 
of  cement  concrete  reinforced  with  steel,  with  the  upper  surface  of 
the  arch  waterproofed,  of  the  dimensions  shown  on  plan  filed  herewith, 
with  abutments  and  wings  of  cement  concrete  reinforced  with  steel, 
of  sufficient  width  to  provide  a  roadway  with  a  sidewalk  thirty-three 
(33)  feet  in  the  clear  between  railings  and  shall  be  designed  and  built 
of  sufficient  strength  to  safely  carry  a  steam  road  roller  weighing 
twenty  tons  and  a  uniformly  distributed  live  load  of  one  hundred 
pounds  per  square  foot  of  roadway  surface.

Wherever  the  embankments  are  one  (1)  foot  or  more  above  the 
adjacent  land,  substantial  wooden  fences  shall  be  built  along  the  top 
of  the  embankment  on  the  side  lines  of  the  new  way. 

The  culvert  under  said  Concord  road,  about  one  hundred  and  sixty 
(160)  feet  southerly  of  the  railroad  crossing,  shall  be  extended  through 
the  embankment  for  the  new  way  by  an  eighteen  (18)  inch  vitrified 
pipe,  substantially  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

Where  the  grades  of  the  new  way  are  of  5I/2  per  cent  paved  gutters 
thirty  (30)  inches  in  width  shall  be  constructed.

These  two  petitions  were  heard  together,  and  the  Board  after- 
ward viewed  the  crossings.  Certain  private  interests  opposed  the 
approval  of  the  plan  of  the  special  commission  for  the  abolition  of 
both  grade  crossings,  and  the  City  of  North  Adams  opposed  the 
approval  of  the  plan  of  the  special  commission  for  the  abolition  of 
the  grade  crossing  at  State  street. 

The  proceedings  before  the  Board  were  under  the  provisions  of 
Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  I,  section  43,  as  amended  by  Acts 
of  1909,  chapter  358,  which  reads  as  follows : 

Section  43.  A  final  decree  shall  not  be  entered  by  the  superior 
court  upon  any  report  of  commissioners  setting  forth  a  plan  for  the 
abolition,  discontinuance  or  alteration  of  a  grade  crossing,  adopting 
or  confirming  such  plan  or  authorizing  any  expense  to  be  charged 
against  the  commonwealth,  until  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners, 
after  a  hearing,  shall  have  certified  in  writing  that  in  their  opinion  the 
adoption  of  such  plan  and  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred  thereunder 
are  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and  are  reasonably  requisite 
to  secure  a  fair  distribution  between  the  different  cities,  towns  and 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the  public  money  authorized  to  be 
expended  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  or  section  one 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  ehaj)ter  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings,  and  that  such  ex- 
penditure will  not,  in  the  judgment  of  said  board,  exceed  the  amounts 
provided  under  the  provisions  of  said  sections  to  be  paid  by  the  com- 
monwealth. If  the  members  of  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners 
are  special  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-nine 
the  certificate  herein  provided  for  may  be  issued  by  said  board  without 
a  bearing. 
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This  statute  provides  for  a  certificate  in  writing  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  a  special  commis- 
sion and  the  expenditure  to  be  incurred  thereunder  are,  first,  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests;  second,  reasonably  requisite  to 
secure  a  fair  distribution  between  the  different  cities,  towns  and 
railroads  of  the  commonwealth  of  the  public  money  authorized  to 
be  expended  for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  by  general  law; 
third,  that  such  expenditure  will  not  exceed  the  amounts  provided 
under  the  provisions  of  general  law  to  be  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

No  question  was  raised  at  the  hearings  with  respect  to  the  second 
and  third  propositions,  but  it  was  urged  that  the  plans  reported  by 
the  special  commission  were  not  consistent  with  the  public  interests. 
The  Board  does  not  find  itself  in  accord  with  these  contentions. 
It  appears  that  the  special  commission  appointed  by  the  superior 
court  to  consider  and  report  plans  for  the  abolition  of  these  cross- 
ings has  given  the  matter  attention,  heard  the  parties  and  reported 
plans  for  the  separation  of  the  grades. 

A^Hiile  the  Board  might  have  found  other  methods,  which  we  by 
no  means  intimate,  yet  our  rule  of  duty  is  limited  under  the  statute. 
The  sole  test  to  be  applied  by  the  Board  in  proceedings  of  this  char- 
acter under  the  first  requirement  of  the  statute  is  whether  in  its 
opinion  the  adoption  of  such  plans  and  the  expenditures  to  be 
incurred  thereunder  are  consistent  with  the  public  interests.  In 
our  opinion  the  adoption  of  such  plans  and  the  expenditures  to  be 
incurred  thereunder  are  consistent  with  the  public  interests,  and 
the  other  statutory  requirements  being  satisfied  we  accordingly  issue 
our  certificates.

The  petition  is  brought  under  section  43,  part  I,  chapter  463, 
Acts  of  1906.  This  section  provides,  among  other  things,  for  a 
certificate  by  the  Board,  where  grades  of  railroad  and  highway  are 
to  be  separated,  that  in  its  opinion  the  adoption  of  a  plan  and  the 
expenditure  to  be  incurred  thereunder  are  consistent  with  the  public 
interests. 

In  this  case  the  report  of  the  special  commission,  with  accom- 
panying plans,  provides  for  the  abolition  of  a  grade  crossing  imme- 
diately northwest  of  the  Southborough  station  by  elevating  the 
highway  and  depressing  the  railroad.  As  a  result  of  this  method  of 
abolition,  the  tracks  of  the  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
railroad  are  designed  to  be  some  five  feet  below  their  present  level 
opposite  the  station.  No  changes  in  the  station  structure  or  its 
location  are  provided  for. 

In  our  opinion  the  arrangement  shown  at  the  station  will  be 
found  inconvenient  and  at  times  unsafe  both  for  the  travelling 
public  and  in  the  operation  of  the  railroad,  and  we  are  therefore 
unable  to  certify  that  the  plan  proposed  by  the  special  commission 
is  consistent  with  the  public  interests. 

The  manifest  intent  of  the  statute  under  which  this  proceeding 
is  brought  is  to  confer  a  power  upon  the  Board  somewhat  in  the 
nature  of  a  veto.  We  are  in  grave  doubt,  therefore,  concerning  the 
extent  to  which  we  ought  to  suggest  our  views  to  the  special  commis- 
sion; but  we  deem  it  proper,  in  fairness  to  all  parties,  and  in  aid 
of  the  separation  of  the  grades,  to  not  only  indicate  more  in  detail 
our  objections  to  the  arrangement  shown  at  the  station,  but  also 
what  modification  of  such  arrangement  would  appear  to  be  con- 
sistent with  the  public  interests. 

Our  objections  relate  to  the  narrowness  of  the  track  and  station 
platforms,  the  approaches  to  the  station  platform  by  means  of  steps, 
and  the  method  afforded  for  the  handling  of  baggage  and  express 
matter. 

If  the  present  general  plan  is  to  be  adhered  to,  any  modification 
of  the  plan  obviating  the  suggested  objections  will  receive  the 
favorable  consideration  of  the  Board.    If,  however,  another  general 
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plan  should  be  adopted,  the  elevation  of  the  highway  over  the  tracks 
at  existing  grade  would  present  nothing  inconsistent  with  the 
public  interests. 

We  therefore,  without  making  formal  order  upon  the  petition, 
suggest  that  the  special  commission  give  further  consideration  to 
the  situation.

Company  for  approval  of  alteration  of  crossings  of  highways 

and  railroad  in  Medfleld. 

It  appearing,  after  notice  and  hearing,  that  the  selectmen  of  the 

town  of  Medfield  and  the  directors  of  The  New  York,  New  Haven 

and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  and  of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad

track;  that  they  are  agreed  upon  the  character  of  the  alterations 
to  be  made ;  and  that  an  instrument  in  writing  specifying  the  man- 
ner and  limits  within  which  said  alterations  shall  be  made,  the 
party  by  whom  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  general  method  of  con- 
struction and  apportionment  of  cost,  has  been  duly  executed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  selectmen  of  Medfield  and  by  the  presidents  of  the 
railroad  corporations,  a  copy  of  which  is  as  follows : 

Agreement  for  the  Alteration  of  the  Crossings  of  Curve  Street 
AND  Frairy  Street  v^ith  the  Railroad  of  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad  Company  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Whereas  there  are  certain  highways  in  the  town  of  Medfield  known, 
respectively,  as  Curve  street  and  Frairy  street,  which  cross  the  rail- 
road of  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  the  former  above  the 
railroad,  the  latter  below  the  railroad,  and  the  directors  of  said  railroad 
company  and  the  selectmen  of  said  town  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
necessary  for  the  security  and  convenience  of  the  public  that  altera- 
tions be  made  in  said  crossings  by  which  the  bridges  shall  be  so  altered 
as  to  permit  the  construction  of  a  second  track  by  said  railroad  com- 
pany, and  have  agreed  as  to  the  alterations  which  shall  be  made; 

Now  therefore  in  pursuance  of  the  jDrovisions  of  the  acts  of  1906, 
chapter  463,  part  I,  section  41,  this  instrument  in  writing  is  made  and 
signed  in  behalf  of  said  town  by  the  chairman  of  the  selectmen,  there- 
unto duly  authorized  by  the  selectmen,  and  in  behalf  of  said  directors 
by  the  president  of  said  railroad  company,  thereunto  duly  authorized 
by  the  directors,  specifying  the  manner  and  limits  within  which  the 
alterations  shall  be  made,  by  whom  the  work  shall  be  done,  the  general 
method  of  construction  and  how  the  cost  shall  be  borne. 

Alterations  at  Curve  Street. 

The  present  bridge  shall  be  lengthened  on  the  westerly  end  thereof 
by  constructing  a  masonry  abutment  parallel  with  and  twenty-two  and 
eight-tenths  (22.8)  feet  distant  westerly  from  the  center  line  of  the 
present  track,  supporting  a  steel  bridge.  Said  abutment  shall  be  of 
good  rubble  masonry,  laid  in  Portland  cement  mortar  with  wings  suffi- 
cient properly  to  retain  the  slopes  of  the  highway  embankment,  as 
shown  on  plan  herewith. 

The  superstructure  of  the  bridge  shall  be  of  steel  with  wooden  floor, 
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having  a  three  (3)  inch  deck  and  two  (2)  inch  sheathing,  both  of  hard 
pine. 

Said  bridge  shall  be  capable  of  sustaining  safely  a  steam  road  roller 
of  twelve  (12)  tons  in  weight. 

The  clear  width  of  the  roadway  on  said  bridge  shall  be  twenty-two 
(22)  feet,  and  the  bridge  shall  be  eighteen  (18)  feet  in  the  clear  above 
the  top  of  the  rails. 

The  approaches  to  the  bridge  shall  be  graded  with  good  gravel  west- 
erly and  easterly  from  the  ends  of  the  bridge  at  a  descending  grade 
of  six  (6)  feet  in  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  until  the  grades  intersect 
the  existing  grades  of  the  highway,  as  shown  on  said  plan. 

Alterations  at  Frairy  Street. 

The  abutments  of  the  present  bridge  shall  be  extended  easterly,  or 
rebuilt,  so  that  they  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  to  support  a  bridge 
for  a  second  track,  the  distance  between  the  abutments  to  be  not  less 
than  at  present.  Said  abutments  shall  be  of  good  rubble  masonry, 
laid  in  Portland  cement  mortar,  and  shall  be  built  with  wings  sufficient 
properly  to  retain  the  slopes  of  the  railroad  embankment,  as  shown  on 
plan  herewith.  . 

The  superstructure  of  the  bridge  shall  be  of  steel  with  open  floor 
system.  The  approach  to  the  crossing  underneath  the  bridge,  just 
easterly  of  the  existing  structure,  shall  be  graded  with  good  gTavel 
so  as  to  maintain  the  existing  clearance  under  the  bridge  as  altered, 
as  shown  on  said  last  named  plan. 

And  said  railroad  company  agrees  to  relay  and  maintain  the  drain 
running  from  Frairy  street  to  Vine  brook  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
said  street  and  to  place  said  drain  in  such  manner  as  to  be  accessible 
for  cleaning  and  repairs.  Also  to  maintain  a  catch  basin  on  said 
street  at  end  of  said  drain.

overhead  bridge  shall  be  so  widened  as  to  permit  the  construction  of 
an  additional  track,  and  have  agreed  as  to  the  alterations  which  shall 
be  made: 

Now,  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
chapter  463,  part  I,  section  41,  this  agreement  in  writing  is  made  and 
signed  in  behalf  of  said  city  by  the  mayor  thereunto  duly  authorized 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  in  behalf  of  the  directors  of  said  rail- 
road companies  by  the  presidents  of  said  railroad  companies  thereunto 
respectively  authorized  by  the  directors,  specifying  the  manner  and 
limits  within  which  the  alterations  shall  be  made,  by  whom  the  work 
shall  be  done,  the  general  method  of  construction,  and  how  the  cost 
shall  be  borne. 

Bridge. 

The  present  bridge  over  Sawyer  street  shall  be  widened  thirteen  (13) 
feet  on  the  easterly  side  by  the  addition  of  one  new  girder  and  neces- 
sary floor,  the  addition  to  be  supported  on  the  present  abutments  and 
two  piers  built  on  the  curb  line  east  of  and  of  the  same  general  con- 
struction as  the  piers  under  the  present  bridge. 

Tracks.

It  appearing,  after  notice  and  hearing,  that  the  selectmen  of  the 

town  of  Norfolk  and  the  directors  of  The  Kew  York,  New  Haven 

and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary 

for  the  security  and  convenience  of  the  piiblic  that  an  alteration  be

Agreement  for  Alteration  of  Grove   Street  Grade  Crossing  of 
THE  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
IN  THE  Town  of  Norfolk.

This  is  an  application  by  the  directors  of  the  Boston,  Lowell  and 
Lawrence  Electric  Eailroad  Company  for  a  certificate,  under  the 
provisions  of  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  516,  that  public  convenience 
and  necessity  require  the  construction  of  an  electric  railroad  be- 
tween Boston,  Lowell  and  Lawrence.  A  map  of  the  railroad,  show- 
ing an  alternate  route,  was  filed  with  the  application. 

In  the  territory  which  would  be  served  by  the  petitioners  there 
are  several  lines  of  steam  railroads  and  street  railways.  The  prin- 
cipal demand  for  the  proposed  railroad  came  from  citizens  of 
Lowell  and  Lawrence.  A  few  citizens,  however,  of  the  cities  and 
towns  along  the  proposed  line  appeared  in  its  favor;  but  a  large 
majority  of  the  witnesses  from  Somerville,  Medford,  Winchester 
and  Arlington  opposed  the  granting  of  a  certificate.  The  principal 
argument  upon  which  this  opposition  was  based  was  that  adequate 
service  was  being  rendered  by  the  existing  railroad  and  street  rail- 
way companies,  and  that  so  far  as  these  several  communities  were 
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concerned  the  proposed  electric  railroad  would  entail  a  large  and 
needless  expenditure  of  money,  and  at  the  same  time  cause  great 
property  damage  along  the  proposed  route.  It  was  further  con- 
tended in  opposition  that  the  proposed  connection  at  Sullivan  square 
would  add  to  the  congestion  upon  the  Boston  Elevated  railway 
during  the  rush  hours,  both  at  the  station  and  in  the  train  service 
through  the  Washington  street  tunnel.  The  managements  of  the 
several  railroads  and  street  railways  operating  in  the  territory 
which  would  be  served  by  the  proposed  railroad  objected  upon  the 
ground  that  the  building  of  such  a  railroad  would  exercise  a  very 
detrimental  etlect  upon  their  lines. 

A  primary  test  to  be  applied  to  applications  of  this  character  is 
whether  the  net  results  of  the  proposed  undertaking  promise  public 
gain  or  public  loss.  The  public  convenience  and  necessity  must  be 
measured  as  a  whole,  giving  due  regard  to  the  entire  territory  within 
which  the  proposed  railroad  is  to  be  constructed.  So  measured,  a 
majority  of  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  public  convenience  and 
necessity  do  not  require  the  construction  of  a  railroad  as  proposed 
in  the  agreement  of  association  for  the  formation  of  the  Boston, 
Lowell  and  Lawrence  Electric  Railroad  Company.  The  Chairman, 
being  of  opinion  that  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  require 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  railroad,  records  his  dissent  from 
the  conclusions  of  the  majority  of  the  Board.

After  the  Board's  decision  of  November  17,  1908,  continuing  the 
petition  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Eailroad  Company,  the 
petitioner  had  recourse  to  the  general  court,  and  that  body  at  its 
legislative  session  of  1910  enacted  chapter  630,  "  An  Act  to  authorize 
the  Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Eailroad  Company  to  construct  a 
tunnel  and  terminal  in  the  city  of  Boston  ".  This  act  being  accepted 
by  the  directors  of  the  company,  "  thereupon  the  Board  in  its  dis- 
cretion shall  have  the  power  to  issue  a  certificate  of  exigency " 
(section  22),  as  required  by  the  general  electric  railroad  law  of  1906. 

The  majority  of  the  Board  is  now  of  opinion  that  in  the  exercise 
of  its  discretion  further  consideration  of  the  application  of  the 
Boston  and  Eastern  Electric  Eailroad  Company  for  a  certificate  of 
exigency,  so  called,  should  be  suspended  until  the  general  court  of 
1911  shall  have  made  known  its  opinions  with  respect  to  many  im- 
portant proposals  relative  to  metropolitan  improvements,  among 
others  the  following : 

Final  report  of  the  commission  created  by  Eesolves  of  1909,  chap- 
ter 113,  to  provide  for  an  investigation  and  report  relative  to  public 
improvements  of  the  metropolitan  district. 

Eeport  of  the  railroad  corporations  under  Eesolves  of  1910,  chap- 
ter 134,  relative  to  the  electrification  of  railroads  in  the  metropolitan 
district. 

Eeport  under  Eesolves  of  1910,  chapter  112,  for  an  investigation 
relative  to  the  construction  of  a  tunnel  between  the  North  and 
South  stations  in  the  city  of  Boston.

creates  a  situation  that  will  be  in  no  wise  prejudiced  by  an  adjudi- 
cation at  the  present  time  of  the  petition  of  the  Boston  and  Eastern 
Electric  Railroad  Company  for  a  certificate  of  exigency,  so  called.

This  petition  is  the  third  application  for  a  certificate,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  516,  section  5,  that  public 
convenience  and  necessity  require  the  construction  of  an  electric 
railroad  between  Waltham  and  Marlborough,  with  a  branch  line 
from  South  Sudbury  to  Maynard.  The  first  application  was  made 
by  the  subscribers  under  the  statute  with  the  intention  of  forming 
the  Boston,  Waltham  and  Western  Electric  Railroad  Company;  the 
second  application  and  the  one  now  before  us  were  from  subscribers 
for  the  formation  of  the  Boston  and  Western  Electric  Railroad 
Company.  The  first  of  these  was  dismissed  without  prejudice,  at 
the  request  of  the  petitioners,  and  the  second  was  dismissed  for  an 
informality,  in  accordance  with  a  like  request. 

The  present  petition  was  filed  Eebruary  1,  1909,  and  thereafter 
public  hearings  were  held  and  then  suspended,  pending  proceedings 
in  the  supreme  judicial  court.  Following  the  decision  of  the  suits 
arising  out  of  the  proceedings  hearings  were  resumed  and  are  now 
concluded.  A  careful  review  and  consideration  of  the  evidence 
show  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  construction 
of  a  railroad  as  proposed  in  the  agreement  of  association.  The 
Board  reaches  this  conclusion  independent  of  any  consideration  of 
connections  at  the  termini  of  the  road  with  lines  of  existing  com- 
panies. 
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It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  certify  that  public  convenience 
and  necessity  require  the  construction  by  the  Boston  and  Western 
Electric  Eailroad  Company  of  an  electric  railroad  as  proposed  in  its 
agi'eement  of  association,  beginning  at  a  point  at  or  near  the  western 
terminus  of  the  tracks  of  the  Middlesex  and  Boston  street  railway 
on  upper  Main  street  in  the  city  of  Waltham  and  extending  in  and 
through  said  city  of  Waltham,  the  towns  of  Weston,  Wayland  and 
Sudbury  and  the  city  of  Marlborough  to  a  point  on  Main  street 
near  Howe  street  in  said  city,  with  a  branch  line  extending  from  a 
point  on  the  main  line  in  South  Sudbury,  so  called,  through  the 
town  of  Sudbury  and  into  the  town  of  Maynard  to  a  point  at  the 
junction  of  Walnut  and  Main  streets  in  said  town,  the  route  of  said 
railroad  and  branch  line  being  shown  upon  plans  filed  by  the  peti- 
tioner in  this  office  on  February  5,  1909,  the  plans  of  the  main  line 
bearing  date  of  December,  1907,  and  of  the  branch  line  bearing 
date  of  August  1,  1907.

This  is  an  application  under  Acts  of  1906,  chapter  463,  part  II, 
for  a  certificate  that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  the 
construction  of  a  railroad  as  proposed  in  the  agreement  of  associa- 
tion filed  with  the  application.  The  proposed  road,  if  constructed, 
is  intended  to  serve  the  cities  of  Springfield,  Holyoke  and  Chicopee, 
and  certain  towns  easterly  thereof.  A  connection  with  the  Central 
Massachusetts  division  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad  appears 
feasible,  and,  if  made,  will  afford  a  short  and  convenient  trans- 
portation route  from  the  cities  and  towns  aforesaid  to  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts. Public  convenience  and  necessity  having  been  shown,  the 
certificate  should  be  issued,  as  prayed  for. 

Two  features  of  the  proposed  railroad,  however,  remain  for  dis- 
cussion. It  appears  that  the  route  as  proposed  through  the  city  of 
Chicopee  is  subject  to  local  objection,  and  while  the  statutes  of  the 
commonwealth  make  adequate  provision  for  an  agreement  between 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  that  city  and  the  directors  of  the  com- 
pany, in  the  event  of  their  failure  to  agree,  the  Board  desires  it  to  be 
understood  that  it  will  take  note  of  the  suggestion  of  the  municipal 
authorities  of  that  city  for  a  modification  of  the  route  through 
Chicopee. 

The  proposed  terminus  of  the  road  in  Springfield  is  somewhat 
contingent  upon  the  consummation  of  the  river  front  improvement, 
so  called,  in  that  city,  and  it  is  also  to  be  understood  that  in  the 
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event  of  the  failure  of  the  aldermen  of  Springfield  and  the  directors 
of  the  company  to  agree  with  respect  thereto,  this  Board  will  take 
no  action  that  will  in  anywise  prejudice  the  improvement  of  said 
river  front. 

An}^  location  or  terminus  of  the  road  in  Springfield,  if  determined 
by  this  Board,  will  be  subject  to  the  solution  of  the  river  front 
improvement  provided  for  by  chapter  551,  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  or 
modifications  thereof,  by  statute  or  otherwise,  and  civic  improve- 
ments connected  therewith,  the  declared  policy  of  the  Board  being 
that  no  action  shall  be  taken  to  the  prejudice  of  such  solutions  or 
improvements. 

After  notice  and  hearing  and  full  consideration,  —  it  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  hereby  certify  that  pu.blic  convenience 
and  necessity  require  the  construction  by  The  Hampden  Eailroad 
Corporation  of  a  railroad  as  proposed  in  its  agreement  of  associa- 
tion, beginning  at  or  near  a  point  in  the  city  of  Springfield  in  the 
county  of  Hampden  opposite  Fulton  street  underpass,  where  the 
street  passes  under  the  Boston  and  Maine  railroad,  and  about  sixty 
(60)  feet  westerly  therefrom,  and  extending  through  said  city, 
the  city  of  Chicopee  and  the  town  of  Ludlow  in  the  county  of 
Hampden,  the  town  of  Belchertown  in  the  county  of  Hampshire, 
to  a  point  in  the  town  of  Palmer  in  the  county  of  Hampden  easterly

The  petitioners  in  the  first  case  are  subscribers  to  an  agreement 
of  association  entered  into  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  railroad 
corporation  under  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  to  be  known  as  the 
Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation,  for  the  purpose  of 
locating,  constructing,  maintaining  and  operating  a  railroad  from 
a  point  on  the  New  London  Northern  railroad  in  the  town  of 
Palmer  to  a  point  on  the  boundary  line  between  the  commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  and  the  state  of  Ehode  Island  in  the  town  of 
Blackstone.  The  proposed  railroad  is  to  be  located  and  constructed 
in  the  towns  of  Palmer,  Monson,  Brimfield,  Sturbridge,  South- 
bridge,  Dudle}^,  Webster,  Douglas,  Uxbridge  and  Blackstone,  A 
map  and  estimate  are  filed  with  the  petition. 

The  petitioner  in  the  second  case  is  The  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company,  a  corporation  established  by  law 
and  operating  a  railroad  in  this  commonwealth.  It  is  its  desire 
to  build  a  branch  or  extension  of  its  railroad  from  a  point  on  the 
line  of  the  New  London  Northern  railroad  in  Palmer,  through  that 
town  and  the  towns  of  Monson,  Brimfield,  Sturbridge  and  South- 
bridge  to  a  point  on  the  existing  right  of  way  of  The  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company  in  the  last  named 
town.    A  map  and  estimate  are  filed  with  the  petition. 

The  territory  sought  to  be  served  by  both  petitioners  is  an  area 
east  of  the  New  London  Northern  railroad,  south  of  the  Boston 
and  Albany  railroad  and  west  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  railroad,  and  is  in  some  degree  served  by  all  three  roads. 
Compared  with  many  other  areas  in  this  commonwealth  of  like 
population  and  industrial  activity,  railroad  facilities  are  meagre. 
It  is  agreed  by  both  parties  and  a  large  number  of  local  witnesses 
that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  additional  railroad 
facilities  in  this  territory.  With  this  view  we  are  in  accord,  and 
find  that  a  certificate  of  public  exigency  should  issue  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad. 

If  our  inquiry  were  restricted  to  the  immediate  territory  sought 
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to  be  served,  it  might  be  fairly  assumed  that  either  carrier  could 
furnish  reasonable  transportation  facilities;  and  the  priority  of  the 
application  of  the  Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation, 
together  with  the  practically  unanimous  sentiment  in  the  towns 
through  which  it  seeks  to  build,  would  present  strong,  although  not 
conclusive,  evidence  in  favor  of  affirmative  action  upon  its  applica- 
tion. We  prefer,  however,  to  extend  our  field  of  inquiry  beyond 
this  territory,  for  other  important  considerations  are  to  be  taken 
into  account  and  carefully  weighed  in  our  determination. 

The  Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation  is  admittedly 
allied,  both  financially  and  as  a  carrier,  with  the  Grand  Trunk 
system,  so  called,  a  combination  of  railroads  now  in  active  operation 
and  serving  a  vast  and  rapidly  growing  territory,  with  tide-water 
terminals  in  New  England  at  Portland  and  New  London.  The 
Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation  asks  for  a  connection 
in  the  nature  of  a  missing  link  between  parts  of  a  system  of  con- 
necting railroads,  a  large  part  of  which  is  actually  operated,  while 
a  small  portion,  reaching  tide-water  at  the  city  of  Providence,  has 
been  authorized  by  a  sister  state.  In  this  connection  it  is  to  be 
observed  that  the  actual  route  of  the  Southern  New  England  rail- 
way in  the  state  of  Ehode  Island  is  dependent  upon  the  action  of 
the  public  authorities  of  this  commonwealth,  and  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  application  of  the  Southern  New  England  Eailroad 
Corporation,  now  before  us,  a  railroad  is  unlikely  to  be  constructed 
under  existing  legislation  in  Ehode  Island.  If  the  application  of 
the  Southern  New  England  Eailroad  Corporation  is  granted,  a 
connection  is  assured  between  the  railway  authorized  by  the  state 
of  Ehode  Island  and  the  New  London  Northern  railroad,  now  a 
part  of  the  Grand  Trunk  system,  thereby  securing  to  the  people  of 
this  commonwealth  and  others  large  additional  transportation  facili- 
ties by  a  through  line  to  and  from  the  north  and  west. 

While  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Com- 
pany in  large  measure  serves  the  states  of  Ehode  Island  and  Con- 
necticut and  to  a  substantial  degree  the  commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, its  proposal  now  before  us  is  for  a  branch  or  extension  only 
to  a  point  of  connection  with  the  Grand  Trunk  system.  It  may  well 
be  that  if  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Com- 
pany were  able  to  present  a  proposition  which  when  made  effective 
would  result  in  north  and  west  connections  by  a  through  line  of 
railroad,  a  case  materially  different  from  the  present  one  would 
be  before  us  and  great  weight  might  be  given  to  the  argument  in  its 
behalf  with  respect  to  the  territory  sought  to  be  served.     But  no 
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such  case  is  here  presented.  The  offer  of  The  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  if  an  exclusive  certificate 
issues  to  it,  to  grant  traffic  or  trackage  rights  to  the  Grand  Trunk 
system  does  not  effectively  meet  the  situation. 

The  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation,  without  ad- 
mitting public  necessity  for  more  than  one  railroad  in  the  territory, 
declares  its  readiness  to  construct  a  railroad,  if  authorized,  not- 
withstanding the  issuance  of  a  certificate  to  The  New  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  The  latter  named  com- 
pany contends  that  one  railroad  would  adequately  serve  the  terri- 
tory^ and  admits  that  if  a  certificate  issues  for  the  construction 
of  the  Southern  New  England  railroad  it  has  no  desire  to  construct 
the  extension  of  its  railroad  as  petitioned  for. 

In  any  investigation  of  the  questions  before  us,  it  must  be  taken 
as  fundamental  that  the  field  of  service  sought  by  both  petitioners 
is  the  territory  of  the  commonwealth  and  not  preempted  by  any 
railroad  control.  Wliether  or  not  so  called  zones  of  legitimate 
railroad  infiuence  may  properly  exist,  it  is  not  necessary  to  decide. 
It  is  enough  to  say  that  nothing  of  the  kind  has  been  shown  here. 

Giving  due  weight  therefore  to  all  the  considerations  that  in  the 
aggregate  should  determine  the  greater  pablic  good  and  more 
nearly  meet  the  requirem.ents  of  the  situation,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  the  application  of  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Cor- 
poration should  have  our  approval  and  the  application  of  The  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  should  be 
refused.  An  examination,  however,  of  the  plans  accompanying  the 
petition  of  the  Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation  dis- 
closes certain  proposed  crossings  at  grade  with  existing  highways. 
It  is  to  be  understood,  in  view  of  the  policy  of  the  commonwealth, 
that  this  decision  is  not  to  be  taken  as  a  declaration  that  any  cross- 
ings at  grade  are  to  be  approved  in  any  subsequent  proceedings 
before  the  Board  that  may  arise  with  respect  thereto. 

It  is  therefore 

Ordered,  That  a  certificate  of  public  exigency  be  issued  to  the 
Southern  New  England  Railroad  Corporation,  and  that  the  petition 
of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
for  a  certificate  of  public  exigency  be  refused.

Petition  of  the  Boston,  Providence  and  Fall  River  Ex-press  Com- 
pany for  recommendation  permMting  it  to  engage  in  the  express 
business  on  trains  of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  hetiveen  Boston  and  New  Bedford.

This  application,  made  under  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  1906, 
chapter  463,  part  II,  section  197,  asks  for  a  recommendation  grant- 
ing to  the  Boston,  Providence  and  Eall  River  Express  Company 
the  privilege  of  transporting  express  matter  on  the  passenger  trains 
of  The  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  be- 
tween Boston  and  ISTew  Bedford.  In  support  of  the  petition  a 
number  of  additional  petitions  were  filed,  signed  by  citizens  of  New 
Bedford. 

It  appears  that  New  Bedford  is  now  served  by  the  Adams  Express 
Company,  and  that  the  service  rendered  by  this  company,  for  some 
time  unsatisfactory,  has  recently  been  materially  improved ;  but  the 
petitioners  urge  that  more  satisfactory  service  would  be  secured  if 
the  recommendation  prayed  for  were  granted. 

The  CTcneral  Court  has  restricted  the  right  of  engaging  in  the 
express  business  to  those  who  receive  a  recommendation  from  the 
board  of  railroad  commissioners.  "  This  recommendation  must  be 
based  upon  something  more  than  proof  of  the  good  character  and 
ability  of  the  applicant  and  the  benefit  supposed  to  arise  from  com- 
petition."    (Lewellyn  case,  decided  December  31,  1901.) 

Applying  this  principle  to  the  petition  before  us,  no  sufficient 
evidence  is  presented  to  call  for  a  recommendation.  In  view  of 
former  complaints  of  the  service  given  by  the  Adams  Express  Com- 
pany, the  petition  is  dismissed  without  prejudice,  and  should  occa- 
sion arise  the  matter  may  be  again  brought  to  our  attention.

Regulations  and  Requirements  for  Street  Railway  Fenders  and 

Wheelguards. 

Circular. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  463  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  section 
90,  part  III,  after  due  consideration  by  the  Board,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  following  regulations  and  requirements  be 
prescribed  relative  to  the  equipment  of  street  railway  cars  with 
fenders  and  wheelguards: 

1.  All  cars  operated  on  surface  lines  by  street  railway  companies 
(excepting  cars  run  only  as  trailing  cars)  shall  be  equipped  with 
fenders;  and  all  cars  operated  on  surface  lines  shall  be  equipped 
with  wheelguards. 

2.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  rigid  part  of  all  fenders 
should  be,  as  near  as  practicable,  twelve  inches  above  the  rail;  and 
the  height  of  wheelguards  should  be,  as  near  as  practicable,  four 
inches  above  the  rail. 

3.  Each  street  railway  company  shall  submit  to  the  Board,  on  or 
before  December  1,  1910,  a  blue-print,  sketch  or  photograph  show- 
ing the  types  of  such  fenders  and  wheelguards,  attached  to  a  car, 
as  it  desires  to  use,  together  with  the  height  of  same  above  the  rails, 
and  accompanied  by  a  petition  requesting  the  approval  of  the  same 
by  the  Board.

On  ISFovember  19,  1907,  the  Board,  under  the  provisions  of  Acts 
of  1906,  chapter  516,  section  5,  granted  to  the  Boston  and  Provi- 
dence Internrban  Electric  Railroad  Company  a  certificate  of  exi- 
gency, so  called,  saying  that :  "  The  public  convenience  and  necessity 
require  the  construction  by  the  Boston  and  Providence  Interurban 
Electric  Railroad  Company  of  an  electric  railroad  as  proposed  in  its 
agreement  of  association  .  .  .  the  route  of  said  railway  being  shown 
upon  plans  filed  by  said  petitioner  in  this  ofiice  dated  March  27, 
1907,  as  amended  by  plans  filed  October  39,  1907." 

Thereafter,  within  the  time  limited  by  statute,  the  directors 
nahied  in  the  agreement  of  association  of  said  company  applied  to 
the  selectmen  of  Hyde  Park,  a  town  through  which  the  proposed 
railroad  when  constructed  was  designed  to  run,  to  fix  the  route  of 
the  railroad  in  such  town;  and  the  selectmen  having  failed  to  act 
within  the  time  limited  by  law,  the  said  directors  petitioned  the 
Board  "  to  fix  the  route  and  determine  the  grades  and  method  of 
constructing  the  said  railroad  in  said  town  of  Hyde  Park." 

At  the  hearing  upon  this  petition  it  was  suggested  by  the  town 
authorities  of  Hyde  Park  that  a  route  through  said  town  by  means 
of  a  tunnel  under  Hyde  Park  avenue  or  under  a  proposed  widening 
of  said  avenue  would  be  feasible.  Wliile  it  was  agreed  by  all  parties 
before  us  that  no  existing  provisions  of  statute  authorized  the 
Board  to  designate  a  route  of  this  character  and  construction,  yet 
the  Board  indicated  its  desire  to  hear  fully  the  merits  of  this  pro- 
posal, and  upon  parties  conforming  to  this  suggestion  a  number  of 
hearings  were  given  and  a  view  of  the  proposed  route  taken.  The 
Board  was  of  opinion  that  if  the  proposed  route,  involving  the  con- 
struction of  the  tunnel,  could  be  secured  at  an  expense  imposing  no 
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undue  or  unjust  burden  upon  the  Boston  and  Providence  Inter- 
urban  electric  railroad  as  a  wliole^,  a  case  might  be  presented  for 
the  favorable  consideration  of  the  general  court.  The  result  of  the 
hearings  and  view,  however,  have  shown  that  the  cost  of  such  a  tun- 
nel would  be  prohibitive;  and  no  other  course  remains  open  to  us 
than  to  fix  the  route  and  determine  the  grades  and  method  of  con- 
structing said  railway  in  the  said  town  of  Hyde  Park  b}^  other 
means  than  a  tunnel. 

At  the  hearings  three  other  routes  were  called  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board.  These  were  all  surface  routes,  and  each  presented  ele- 
ments of  feasibility.  In  view  of  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearings  and  at  conferences  between  the  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany and  the  town,  the  Board  is  reluctant  to  make  a  selection  until 
such  time  as  the  parties  in  interest  shall  have  a  further  opportunity 
to  confer.  It  therefore  issues  this  interlocutory  finding  with  respect 
to  the  proposed  route  involving  a  tunnel  under  Hyde  Park  avenue.

The  opening  of  the  Needham  exten- 
sion and  the  running  of  a  number  of  express  trains  past  this  sta- 
tion led  to  the  construction,  at  the  request  of  the  petitioners,  of  a 
foot-subway  and  the  placing  of  a  fence  between  the  tracks.  The 
petitioners  now  claim  that  passengers  must  either  wait  on  the  open 
platform  or  risk  losing  their  train  if  they  wait  in  the  station  and 
cross  through  the  subway  as  the  train  approaches. 

At  the  hearing  the  petitioners  stated  their  desire  for  a  second 
station,  but  the  company  urged  that  the  expense  of  this  was  not 
warranted  by  the  passenger  traflBc,  which  had  been  seriously  affected 
by  the  extension  of  the  elevated  railway  to  Forest  Hills,  and  sub- 
mitted plans  for  a  shelter  over  the  inward  platform.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Board  the  removal  of  the  station  from  the  outward  bound 
to  the  inward  bound  platform  is  impracticable,  and  it  does  not  feel 
that  it  would  be  Justified  in  a  recommendation  that  a  second  sta- 
tion be  built.  It  therefore  recommends  the  installation  of  a  shel- 
ter for  passengers,  with  proper  protection  for  baggage,  but  suggests 
that  the  shelter  be  substantially  wider  and  about  twelve  feet  longer 
than  the  one  for  which  the  plans  submitted  at  the  hearing  provide.

On  June  21,  .1905,  the  Board,  upon  petitions  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Eailway  Company  for  approval  of  plans  for  the  extension 
of  its  elevated  structure  to  Eorest  Hills,  approved  certain  plans, 
providing,  among  other  things,  for  an  intermediate  station  at  Egle- 
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ston  square.  At  the  hearings  certain  patrons  requested  stations  at 
Dale  and  Green  streets.  The  Board  in  its  order  of  approval  of  the 
plans  for  the  extension  of  the  elevated  structure  to  Forest  Hills 
used  the  following  language :  — 

We  believe  that  in  any  event  there  should  be  a  station  as  proposed 
at  Egleston  square.  We  are  not  satisfied  that  other  stations  will  not 
be  needed,  but  in  view  of  the  advantage  of  passing  upon  that  question 
at  a  later  time,  with  knowledge  of  the  actual  uses  made  of  surface 
and  elevated  cars,  rather  than  at  this  time,  when  such  uses  are  so 
largely  a  matter  of  conjecture,  we  reserve  our  decision  with  regard 
to  additional  stations  until  the  structure  shall  have  been  built  and  the 
elevated  trains  are  in  operation.  Opportunity  for  a  hearing  will  then 
be  open  to  those  interested  in  stations  at  Dale  or  Green  streets,  or  at 
other  points  reached  by  this  extension,  without  prejudice  from  the  fact 
that  no  provision  for  such  stations  is  made  at  this  time. 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  thereafter  proceeded 
to  erect  its  elevated  structure  and  stations,  known  as  the  Forest 
Hills  extension,  which  was  opened  for  use  on  November  12,  1909. 
Since  that  time  opportunity  has  been  afforded  for  a  study  of  both 
elevated  and  surface  service  in  this  section  of  the  city,  taken  in 
connection  with  each  other  and  in  relation  to  the  system  as  a  whole. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  the 
public  interest  requires  an  elevated  station  at  Green  street,  and 
therefore  suggests  that  plans  be  prepared  and  other  proper  statu- 
tory proceedings  be  taken  for  its  installation.

Remove  sidewalk  side.  Union  House  to  car  barn.

Level  street  side  on  Conway  street. 

Where  sidewalk  on  Conway  street  is  covered  by  snow  from  plow, 
remove. 
Federal  street  line. 

Level  both  sides  to  Pierce  street.

These  requirements  to  apply  in  case  of  any  snow  fall  of  six  inches 
or  more;  provided,  however,  that  in  case  of  any  fall  of  snow  exceeding 
twelve  inches,  the  company  shall  remove  to  the  satisfaction   of  the 
selectmen  so  much  of  the  snow  as  exceeds  a  fall  of  twelve  inches  on 
those  parts  of  streets  on  which  these  requirements  provide  for  levelling.

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Important  Changes  during  the  Year. 

All  Extensions  of  Road  put  in  Operation.  —  In  January,  1910,  there  was  put 
in  operation  an  extension  of  1.55  miles,  known  as  the  Center  and  Franklin  Streets 
Loop  Line,  of  the  Concord  and  Manchester  Electric  Branch  (Street  Railway)  in 
the  city  of  Concord,  N.  H. 

Decrease  in  Mileage  by  Line  abandoned  or  Line  straightened.  —  The  Saugus 
Branch  second  track  has  been  shortened  0.09  mile,  account  rearrangement  of 
tracks  at  Everett,  Mass. 

All  Other  Important  Physical  Changes.  —  Main  Line  of  Fitchburg  Division 
second  track  has  been  lengthened  0.39  mile  account  gauntlet  track  laid  across 
Mohawk  River  Bridge  near  Rotterdam  Junction,  New  York.  The  net  increase 
in  the  length  of  side  tracks  on  the  entire  system  during  the  year  was  18.20  miles. 

All  New  Stocks  issued.  —  In  July,  1909,  one  share  of  common  stock  was  issued 
for  fractional  scrip;  in  January,  5,699  new  shares  common  stock  were  issued  and 
sold,  the  amount  realized  being  $817,094.12;  and  one  new  share  common  stock 
was  issued  in  exchange  for  installment  receipts  fully  paid  in  previous  year,  making 
a  total  of  5,701  new  shares  issued  during  the  year. 

All  Changes  in  the  Respondent's  Holdings  of  Stocks  and  Funded  Debt.  —  In 
October,  1909,  967  shares  common  stock  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  a 
leased  road,  were  taken  in  settlement  of  an  account,  amounting  to  $33,845.  In 
March,  April,  May  and  June,  1910,  there  were  purchased  17,331  shares,  being 
majority  of  the  total  capital  stock  of  the  Worcester,  Nashua  &  Rochester  Rail- 
road Company,  a  leased  road,  the  amount  paid  therefor  being  $2,776,142.  In 
January,  1910,  11,283  shares  Boston  &  Maine  common  stock  owned  by  the  re- 
spondent and  held  unencumbered  in  its  treasury,  were  sold  for  $1,636,035. 

Adjustments  in  the  Book  Value  of  Securities  owned  and  Reasons  therefor.  — 
This  Boston  &  Maine  stock  was  carried  on  the  ledger,  at  $1,293,668.37,  and  the 
amount  received  in  excess  of  thati  figure,  $342,366.63,  was  credited  profit  and  loss. 

All  Other  Important  Financial  Changes.  —  Notes  payable  at  the  close  of  the 
year  stood  at  $4,400,000,  this  amount  representing  demand  notes  given  to  the 
Maine  Central  Railroad  Company,  March  29,  1910.  Sundry  other  notes  were 
given  and  paid  during  the  year.

The  Fitchburg  Railroad,  chartered  March  3,  1842,  was  completed  between 

Cambridge  and  Fitchburg,  March  5,  1845.     In  1848  the  road  was  extended 

into  Boston. 
The  Peterborough  &  Shirley  was  opened  in  1850,  leased  for  ten  years,  and 

purchased  in  1860. 
The  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  Railroad  was  leased  Jan.  1,  1874,  for  a  period 

of  nine  hundred  and  ninety-nine  years  (999),  the  consideration  being  as 

follows:    organization  expenses,  $3,000  payable  quarterly;    3|  per  cent  on 

$772,000    bonds,    $27,020    payable   November   and    May;    6   per   cent   on 

$3,193,000  stock,  $191,580  payable  October  and  April. 
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If  this  road  is  surrendered,  the  expenditures  made  by  the  lessee  for  additions 
and  betterments  are  to  be  refunded  to  said  lessee. 

The  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad  was  organized  April  24,  1847,  under 
chapter  276  of  the  Acts  of  1847,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  the 
Barre  &  Worcester  Railroad.  April  24,  1857,  under  section  55,  Acts  of  1849, 
the  name  was  changed  to  the  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad,  and  was 
taken  possession  of  under  a  temporary  operating  contract  March  7,  1885. 
It  was  merged  July  1,  1885,  its  stock  being  exchanged  in  the  proportion  of 
ten  shares  of  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  stock  for  one  share  of  Fitchburg 
stock,  and  its  liabilities  being  assumed  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company . 

The  Ashburnham  Railroad  was  chartered  as  the  Ashburnham  Railroad  under 
chapter  251  of  the  Acts  of  1871  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  reorganized  as  the  Ashburnham  Railroad  May  3,  1878,  under  chapter 
139  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  was  pur- 
chased by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  April  22,  1885. 

The  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad  and  Hoosac  Tunnel  was  chartered  under 
chapter  307  of  the  Acts  of  1848,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  was 
consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  Feb.  1,  1887,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  279  of  the  Acts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  the  year  1885. 

The  Hoosac  Tunnel  Dock  and  Elevator  Company,  an  auxiliary  corporation 
chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  April  29, 

1879,  owning  wharves,  elevators  and  warehouses,  and  engaged  in  handling 
and  stowing  freight,  sold  all  its  real  and  personal  property  of  every  kind 
and  description  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  April  15,  1887. 

The  Troy  &  Boston  Railroad  was  organized  Nov.  22,  1849,  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  York.  It  was  consolidated  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company  May  3,  1887,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  By  this  consolidation  the  following 
leases  in  force  with  the  Troy  &  Boston  Railroad  Company  were  assumed: 
Troy  &  Bennington  Railroad,  Hoosick  Junction  to  Vermont  State  Line, 
owned  by  the  Troy  &  Bennington  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  leased  at  an  annual  rental  of  $15,400.  This  company 
was  incorporated  under  a  general  law  of  the  State  of  New  York  under  the 
provisions  of  which  the  charter  is  granted  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  with  the 
privilege  of  successive  renewals  for  a  like  further  term  on  the  expiration  of 
each  term.  By  the  provisions  of  the  lease  and  of  its  own  force  it  applies  to 
and  includes  each  of  these  successive  extensions  of  the  franchise.  Present 
extension  expires  May  27,  1911. 

The  Boston,  Hoosac  Tunnel  &  Western  Railway  was  organized  Feb.  16,  1877, 
under  chapter  140  of  the  laws  of  1850  of  the  State  of  New  York,  chapter  188 
of  the  laws  of  1878,  of  the  State  of  Vermont.  These  two  roads  were  con- 
solidated April  19,  1880.  This  consolidated  road  was  purchased  by  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  June  1,  1887,  and  was  consolidated  with  it 
Oct.  1,  1892,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts. 

The  Troy,  Saratoga  &  Northern  Railway  was  chartered  as  the  Hoosac  Tunnel

1894,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts.

The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company  was  originally  chartered  in  1844  to  build 
a  Railroad  from  Boston  to  Plymouth  in  Massachusetts.  Under  chapter  260 
of  the  Acts  of  1850,  it  built  the  branch  from  Abington  to  Bridgewater.  In 
1854,  imder  chapter  133,  Acts  of  1854,  it  united  with  the  Fall  River  R.R.

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AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  THE  CHESTER  AND  BECKET  RAILROAD 
COMPANY  AND  THE  BOSTON  AND  ALBANY  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY. 

This  Agreement,  made  this  first  day  of  October,  1909,  by  and  between  the 
Chester  &  Becket  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  both  corporations  incor- 
porated under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  railroad  of 
the  party  of  the  second  part  being  leased  and  operated  by  the  New  York  Central 
&  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 

WITNESSETH,  That  whereas  the  railroads  of  said  corporations  connect  with  each 
other  in  the  Town  of  Chester,  in  said  Commonwealth,  and  whereas  under  an 
agreement  dated  January  1,  1898,  between  the  parties  hereto  the  party  of  the 
second  part  or  its  lessee  have  been  performing  all  the  transportation  upon  and 
over  the  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  according  to  the  terms  of  said 
agreement: 

Now,  THEREFORE,  the  Said  corporations  hereby  contract  with  each  other  that 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  perform  all  the  transportation  upon  and 
over  the  railroad  of  said  party  of  the  first  part  for  and  during  the  term  of  one 
year,  beginning  with  the  date  hereof,  and  thereafter  until  the  termination  of  this 
agreement  by  either  party  by  ninety  days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  other  of  an 
intention  to  terminate  it. 

The  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  from  time  to  time  while  this  agreement 
is  in  force  make  such  additions  to  the  yards,  tracks  and  other  appurtenances  of 
its  railroad  as  the  increase  of  business  therefor  shall  make  reasonably  necessary, 
and  shall  do  all  things  and  execute  all  instruments  required  by  law  or  reasonably 
requested  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  preserve  the  corporate  existence  and 
proper  organization  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  or  to  confirm  and  secure  to  the 
party  of  the  second  part  all  the  rights  hereby  granted,  given  or  promised. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  that  it  will,  while  this  agreement 
is  in  force,  use  and  operate  said  railroad  by  its  own  servants  and  rolling  stock 
with  such  trains  as  shall  reasonably  accommodate  the  public  and  perform  the  busi- 
ness upon  said  road,  and  will  keep  said  road  in  as  good  and  safe  condition,  rea- 
sonable use  and  wear,  fire  and  other  unavoidable  casualties  excepted,  as  the  same 
is  now  in;  that  it  will  fix  reasonable  rates  to  be  charged  for  transportation;  that 
it  will  keep  all  necessary  accounts  of  the  gross  receipts  from  the  use  and  operation 
of  said  railroad,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  reasonable  inspection  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part;  that  it  will  collect  all  revenues  resulting  therefrom,  and  from  sur^h 
revenues,  so  far  as  the  same  suffice,  will  pay  in  the  order  named  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion, repairs  and  maintenance,  including  all  claims  for  loss  or  damage  to  person 
or  property,  whether  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  operating  company  or  other- 
wise, arising  in  connection  therewith,  all  taxes  lawfully  assessed  against  the  party 
of  the  first  part,  its  franchise,  business,  receipts,  income  or  capital  stock,  and  the 
interest  upon  the  unfunded  debt  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and  will  apply  the 
balance  of  the  revenue  after  such  payments,  if  there  is  such  a  balance,  to  the 
reduction  of  the  unfunded  debt  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  any  surplus  re- 
maining after  the  payment  of  such  unfunded  debt  shall  be  applied  as  the  party 
of  the  first  part  may  direct.
